DETAILS OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


INVASION OF ORANGE FREE STATE. 
Feb. 12--Lord Roberts invades the Orange 
| Free State at Jacobsdal. 
Feb. 20—Cronje's army surrounded at Paar- 
deberg. 
Feb. 27—Cronje and his army surrenders. 
March 7—Boers defeated at Poplar Grove. 
March 10—Boers defeated at Drietfontein. 
March 13—Lord Roberts occupies Bloem- 
fontein. 
March 29—British occupy Karee Siding. 
April 7—Boers begin siege of Wepener. 
April 30—Siege of Wepener raised.

LONDON, May 12.—Lord Roberts has en- 
tered Kroonstad, President Steyn and the 
Orange Free State government have fied 
to Lindley, some sixty or seventy miles to 
the east, and the Boer army has retired to 
the Vaal River. 

. The news of the capture of Kroonstad was 
received at the War office in a dispatch from 
Lord Roberts, dated at that town, at noon 
today, in which he says: 

“‘I entered Kroonstad 2t 1:30 without op- 
position today, when.the Union Jack: was 
hoisted, amidst cheers from the few British 
residents. 


President Steyn a Fugitive. 

“ President Steyn fled last evening after 
vainly endeavoring to persuade the burghers 
to continue opposing us. The Transvaaiers | 
said they would no longer fight on Orange 
Free State soil, and made off for the Vaal 
River. 

“The Free-Staters eccused the Transvaal- 
ers of Having made use of them and then de- 
serting. Many of the Free-Staters have gone 
to their homes. 

“The procession entering .the town was 
headed by my bodyguard, all of whom were 
Colonels, and after my staff and foreign of- 
ficers came the North Somerset Imperial 
Yeomanry, followed by Pole-Carew’s divi- 
sion, consisting of the Guards and the Eight- 
eenth Brigade navals, the LEighty-third, 
Eighty-fourth, and Eighty-fifth Batteries, 
two 5-inch guns manned by the Royal Artil- 
lery company and the Twelfth Engineers. 
‘The first of the force encamped around the 
town. 

* Before leaving Kroonstad President 
Steyn issued a proclamation making Lindley 
the seat of government of the Free State. 

“Generals Botha and De Wet accompa- 
‘nied the Transvaalers?’ 


Details of the March. 


Lord Roberts has given the War office few 
fetails of his march from the Zand River 
to Kroonstad. Friday evening he tele- 
graphed as follows: 

“My headquarters, with Pole-Carew’s di- 
vision, marched twenty miles today and are 
now at Geneva Siding, fourteen miles from 
Kroonstad and about six miles from Bosch- 
rand, where the Boers are holding intrenched 
positions. Gordon’s brigade is in touch with 
them, Tucker’s division is a short distance 
southeast, and Hamilton’s force is still 
further east. 

““ Broadwood’s brigade overtook a part of 
the enemy’s convoy yesterday at Potgieter’s

Laager, southeast of Ventersburg, and cap- 


tured several wagons and some prisoners. 
“French, with Porter’s and Dickson’s 


' brigades and Hutton’s mounted infantry, is 


some distance due north of this place. 


Free-Staters Disarmed. 


“We have taken nearly 100 prisoners dur- 
ing the last two days. All the Free-Staters 
who could give a good account of themselves 
have been disarmed and allowed to return 
to their farms. 

“ The nights are getting much cooler.” 

A tew supplemental details of the march 
&re given in a news agency dispatch dated 
at Geneva Siding Friday morning, as fo}- 
lows: 

“The British forces have arrived here, 
Marching splendidly. Genera! French in the 
@dvance. Firing was heard yesterday in 
the direction of his force. Some of the 
Inntskillings had approached u kraal, where 
& force of Boers were concealed. 

“It is expected that the railway to the 
Zand River will be completed tonight. The 
line was almost entirely destroyed north of 
the river, but beyond, where the British 
are, the Boers retreated from their posi- 
tions too hastily to do much damage.” 


Last Before Kroonstad. 


The last message received from Lord Rob- 
erts, written before he entered Kroonstad, 
Was dated at 9:05 o’clock this morning, from 
Boshrand, in which he said: 

“I am eight miles south of Kroonstad. 
The enemy evacuated the first line of in- 
trenchments during the night. We are now 


- ¥econnoitering towards Kroonstad. 


*“ General French’s cavalry seized the drift 
over the Valsch River at 4:30 last evening, 
just in time to prevent passage being op- 
Posed by the enemy.” 

Three Months to a Day. 

It was three months ago today that Lorg 
Roberts invaded the Orange Free State on 
the western border opposite Jacobsdal. It 
Was this invasion, the seizure of the crossings 
On the Reit and Modder River, and the won- 
Gerful dash of French and his cavalry across 
the piains that resulted in Cronje’s aban- 
@onment of Magersfontein and the relief of 
Kimberley. 

Then came the pursuit of Crorfje by Lords 
Roberts and Kitchener, the ‘seven days’ 
Siege of Paardeberg, and the surrender of the 
The advance on 
Bloemfontein began and by a series of turn- 
ing movetients Lord Roberts drove the Boers 


. trom  fbeir positions and hoisted the Union 


| Jack. over the Orange Free State capital on 


March 13. 


Long Delay at Bloemfontein. 
Then followed the long delay which em- 
boldened the Boers to invade the southeast- 
ern portion of the Orange Free State and 
which drove the military critics at home 
nearly frantic. This delay was made nec- 
essary by the lack of horses for cavalry re- 
mounts and transport. The horses had to 


America, and Austria. The delay was long, 
but Lord Roberts refused to begin a fresh 
campaign until he had made every prepara- 
tion. ; 

So he kept his quarters at Bloemfontein 
while the Boers entrapped and captured de- 
tached bodies of British troopers, cut off 
the water supply of the capital, surrounded 
Dalgetty at Wepener, and raided the farms 
of the southwest. 

Then, on April 23, he set his armies in 
motion. He sent column after column to 
the eastward from Bloemfontein, recap- 
tured one after the other the positions taken 
by the Boers, forced the enemy out of 
Wepener, and started it on its retreat to 
Ladybrand. 


Final Advance Begins. | 

The siege of Wepener was the final Boer 
effort in the Orange Free State. Lord Rob- 
erts, on May 1, began his long-expected ad- 
vance toward Pretoria. On May 3 Generals 
Tucker and Pole-Carew, commanding his ad- 
vanced forces, entered Brandfort, twenty- 
three miles north of Bloemfontein, the Boer 
garrison of 4,000 men fleeing on their ap- 
proach. May 6 Lord Roberts crossed the Vet 
River, nineteen miles north of Bran@fort, and 
on the same day General Ian Hamilton cap- 
tured Winberg. May 7 Lord Roberts ad- 
vanced his headquarters to Smaldeel, 6 miles 
north of the Vet, having marched his force 
of 50,000 men fifty-eight miles in four days. 
The Zand River, thirty miles south of 
Kroonstad, was crossed May 10, and May 11 
the British forces covered twenty miles. 
Lord Roberts’ own dispatch tells of his en- 
try into Kroonstad today. | 

It is now believed that Lord Roberts will 
meet with no further resistance until he 
reaches the Vaal River, and is ready to in- 
vade the Transvaal republic. 


Boers to Play Last Card. 

The Boers seem to be on the eve of playing 
their last card, and according to many keen 
observers in England it is being played, not 
in south Africa, but in the United States, 
through the medium of the Boer delegates 
who sailed for New York from Rotterdam 
last week. 

As the bulk of British opinion does not 
contemplate for a moment that Mr. Fischer 
and his companions will achieve success, 
estimates concur in agreeing that, hostilities 
will have ceased by June, when President 
Kruger learns that the last country appealed 
to—namely: the United States—will afford 
no help, and that he has no alternative but 
to sue for peace. ‘ 

What Great Britain's answer to that re- 
quest will be was unmistakably defined by 
Mr. Chamberlain at Birmingham yesterday, 
when he declared that the Boer republics 
must become a crown colony, whose initial

Mrs. Raymond Dalzell, Believed to Be 
Unbalanced, Wades Into Doug- 
las Park Lagoon.

He went to 
work yesterday morning at 7:30 o’clock, but 
returned home about 9 because of a pre- 
sentment that his wife was ill and in danger. 
When he arrived at the house, 157 Laflin 
street, his fears were in part confirmed. 
His wife and son were gone. 

Dalzell’ made a search for them. At the 
home of his aunt, Mrs. Mary Dunn, Elburn 
and Throop streets, which he reached at 
2 p. m., he learned that his wife had been 
there and had left only a few minutes before. 

alzell then went to the Desplaines Street 
Police Station and reported the disappear- 
ance, 

When Mrs. Dalzell left her aunt’s home 
she evidently had wandered until she ar- 
rived at Douglas Park. As she entered the 
park she passed Policeman Jamieson. She 
tried to avoid him. When she reached the 
north end of the lagoon she held her baby 


water. The water deepens gradually and 
she had walked some distance when the po- 
liceman reached the edge of the pond.

MIDSUMMER WEATHER IN MAY. 


Temperature Yesterday Highest for 
Month Since 1896—To End in 


a Storm Tonight. 
YESTERDAY’S OFFICIAL TEMPERATURE

Yesterday was the warmest May day since 
1896. On May 1a year ago the temperature 
reached 83, but this was exceeded by two 
degrees yesterday, when the 85 notch in the 
thermometer wn the Auditorium tower was 
reached at 4 and 5 o'clock In the afternoon. 
Drug store thermometers about the city 
registered 88. The prediction ts for equally 
warm weather today, but a break is expected 
tonight. It will be ushered In by a thunder 
storm. Fair weather is also scheduled for 
Monday, with a somewhat lower tem- 
perature. ¢ 

Brisk southwesterly winds are expected 
today. Professor Cox of the Weather bu- 
reau was called up frequently by vessel men 
among whom a report had gained circulation 
that dangerous wind-storms were probable 
today. They were assured no dangerous 
storms were in sight. 

During 1896 there was a_ spell of hot 
weather extending from the 7th to the 12th, 
during which the temperature ranged be- 
tween 93° and 84°.

TWO MEN END THEIR LIVES. 


Samuel H. Handy and Otto G. Schwaab, 
Broken in Health, Commit 
Suicide. 


In view of the costly residences of the 
Lake Shore drive and almost opposite Pot- 
ter Palmer’s, Samuel H. Handy, broken in 
fortune and health, committed suicide yes- 
terday afternoon near the sea wall by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. No one wit- 
nessed the act. A 10-year-old son of Ed- 
ward L. Ryerson, 31 Banks street, with 
some companions, discovered the body lying 
at the foot of the wall.

He was about 35 years old. 

Otto G. Schwaab, 3344 Prairie avenue, 
bookkeeper for Gerstenberg & Co., commis- 
sion merchants, 8 Pacific avenue, shot him- 
self in the head in the court in the rear of 
the Open Board of Trade just before noon. 
He died a few minutes later. E. Gersten- 
berg said Schwaab’s accounts were all 
straight. He believed insomnia caused the 
suicide,

BLOW TO PENSION HOPES 


FUND IS INSOLVENT. 


Tells George Howland Club the System 
Should Be Closed Up at Once—Im- 
pairment Put at Over $600,000—The 


Financial Stability — Inequities of 
Law Atiacked—Tabulated Statement 
of the Eaact Financial Condition. 


The schoolteachers and employés’ pension 
fund was declared hopelessly insolvent yes- 
terday. The statement was made by H. 8. 


Indiana, Iowa, and Wisconsin, to the George 
Howland Club of Men Principals, which had 
requested the investigation. The advice 
which accompanied the report was that legal 


| steps should be taken at once to close up 


the fufid, recognizing the various equities 
involved. 

*‘ It hardly seems.possible that the wildest 
fancy could have devised a scheme so utterly 
devoid of financial stability,” is the language 
of the report. 

Of the necessity for closing the fund it is 
stated: 

“ It is made a criminal offense for a banker 
to accept further deposits when in an in- 
‘solvent condition. In this case the penalty 
may be avoided, but the moral obligation is 
the same. There may have been no inten- 
tional wrong in inaugurating this pension 
system, but the originators of the plan can- 
not excuse themselves by claiming they 
were not aware of its vital defects. They 
Should have consulted an actuary before 
securing the passage of the law.”’ 

The principals discussed the report, but 
took no action further than to offer it to the 
teachers for their guidance in considering 
the fund and it needs. 


Impairment at Least $618,484. 

Two estimates are given of the impair- 
ment or insolvency of the fund. One places 
the insolvency at $697,529, and the more 
conservative at $618,484. This does not take 
into consideration any Hability on account 
of payments received from contributors 
who are not yet pensioners. 

“ The principal reason why this fund is so 
hopelessly insolvent,” states the report, 
“is that teachers who have been teaching 
for the required number of years have been 
retired immediately before they had con- 
tributed an adequate amount to the an- 
nuity fund.”’ 

The imequities of the fund are criticised 
severely. ‘‘ We all desire to show respect 
and deference to women,” it is stated, ‘* but 
when considering a purely financial matter 
it seems strange that the male teachers 
should be obliged to contribute to this fund 
five years longer than the females, and to 
wait this much longer before retirement. 
It would be equally absurd for a merchant 
to label his goods ‘ One price to males and 
another to females.’ Another inequality 
arises from the fact that the assessment 
must be 1 per cent of the salary, requiring 
certain persons to pay several times as much 
as others, an@yet, in the event of retirement, 


than a teacher receiving $1,200. Should 
any of the old line mutual life insurance 
companies show any preferences or make 
any distinction between its members it would 
lay itself Mable to the forfeiture of its char- 


ter.”’

Impairment or 
How Computation Is Made. 

Continuing, the report states: 

“The liabilities are computed on the basis 
of the actuaries’ or combined experience 
table of mortality, with 4 per cent interest, 
which is the standard for the State of Ili- 
nois. According to the annuity tables, the 
present value of $1 paid annually for lifetoa 
person now aged 45 is $13,857. Consequently 
the present value of an aggregate annuity 
of $56,989 is $789,706. 

“The amount actually contributed to this 
fund by the annuitants up to Jan. 1, 1900, 
aggregates $5,218. This would only purchase 
a total life annuity of $376, instead of $56,- 
989, the amount now being paid. The excess 
paid to the present annuitants has been 
paid out of money contributed by others. 
Upon the present rate of payment the fund 
would be exhausted long before their retire- 
ment. 


Could Pay $26 Pension. 


“ About 6,000 teachers and employés are 
contributing to this fund with the expecta- 
tion that they will receive a life annuity of 
half of the salary received at the date of 
retirement, not to exceed $600. Assume the 
annuitant to be aged 45 at the date of retire- 
ment. To receive a pension of $600 there 

would have to bé*deducted from the salary 
of that teacher $268 annually during the 
preceding twenty years and invested at 4 
»er cent interest, but as the assessment 


| cannot exceed 1 per cent a smaller pension 


must be paid. On the basis of a $1,200 sal- 
ary for twenty years, deducting $12 a year 
to be invested at 4 per cent without expense 
in investing or handling, the annuity that 
could be paid at the end of that time would 
only aggregate $26. 

“The more carefully this subject is inves- 
tigated the more clearly ft is proven that the 
law is absolutely without a single redeeming 
feature. The conclusion is therefore irre- 
sistible: that hopeless insolvency exists, 
and legal steps should be taken at once to 
close up the fund, recognizing the various 
equities involved.” 

Opinion of President Harris. 

“ Members of the Board of Education have 
considered the pension fund was cn a bad 
financial basis for some time,” said Presi- 
dent Graham H. Harris. “ A resolution was 
introduced once that an actuary should be 
‘given the books of the fund for a report, but 
some of the teachers objected, with the 
statement that posterity could take care of 
itself. I have no doubt that the findings of 
the actuary are correct, although some of 
the language he has used is wide of the 
mark. There can be no question of penalty 
is the matter. The pension fund is simply 
a matter between the teachers, and they are 
responsible to no one.’ 

The entire matter will be presented to the 


teachers at a mass-meeting on May 21,

Adjourned Convention in the Firat 
Meets Tomorrow Night—W. D. Wash- 
burn Declares He Is Not a Candidate 
—Position of the Other Aspirants— 
Prospects in the Third—Nominations 
Made in Sixth, Nineteenth, and 
Twenty-first Senatorial Districts. 


Friends .of Congessman James R. Mann 
expressed themselves yesterday as confident 
that he will be renominated by the adjourned 
First Congressional District Republican 
convention tomorrow night. Politicians 
on the other side were sure there were strong 
doubts of his renomination. The opposition 
opened a warm fight against him all along 


. the line. 


There are a number of ambitious men in 
the First District, but one trouble seems to 
be to unite the anti-Mann faction on any of 
them. W. D. Washburn says the use of his 
name for a candidate is unauthorized. He 
says he is not a candidate, never thought of 
being one, and went into the fight for Judge 
Carter purely for principle and without any 
ulterior desire to get anything for himself. 
Martin B. Madden intimated he would not re- 
fuse the nomination, but said he would not 
get into a scramble for it. John A. Henry 
of the Thirty-first Ward is the only aspirant 
in the field who seems to be making a fight. 

Republicans of the district are badly split 
up. Mr. Mann is being opposed by voters 
who supported both Judge Carter and Judge 
Hanecy for Governor. In fact, it is claimed 
Mr. Mann's attitude on the Gubernatorial 
question is one of the reasons why his defeat 
now is sought. ey 

The convention of the Third Congressional 
District also will be held tomorrow evening. 
The friends of R. M. Patterson of the First 
Ward predict that he will be nominated 
without much trouble. The claims for him 
are that he would receive the support of 
the laboring people and the colored popula- 
tion, irrespective of party affiliations. No 
other aspirant seems to be making much of 
an effort. 

Edward J. Brundage for State Senator and 
John Fichter and William Sullivan for Rep- 
resentatives were the nominations made by 
the Republicans of the Sixth Senatorial Dis- 
trict in their convention last evening in 
Hage’s Hall,-Clybourn and Southport ave- 
nues. The vote for Brundage was unani- 
mous. Five out of eight Twentieth Ward 
delegates voted for David M. Brothers for 
Representative. The latter is a Tanner man 
and has issued a campaign card reading: 
‘“‘My principles are stalwart Republican- 
ism and loyalty to the present administra- 
tion, State as well as national.”’ All the dele- 
gates wore Simon badges. 

In the Republican Nineteenth Senatorial 
District convention at 448 Chicago avenue 
last evening R. C. Busse and Morton Smith 
were named as candidates for Representa- 
tives. Mr. Busse lives in the Sixteenth 
Ward and Mr. Smith in the Thirteenth. 
Both are lawyers. 

At the Republican convention of the Twen- 
ty-first Senatorial District Representatives 
Carl Mueller and Henry C. Beitler were re- 

. nominated without the semblance of a fight. 
Mr. Mueller, who is a real estate dealer, ‘was 
nominated by John J. Healy, while Senator 
Busse stood sponsor for Mr. Beitler.

Judge Murray F. Tuley is being talked of 
by some leading Democrats as a strong man 
to head their ticket for Governor.

HOPE TO GET GROOVED RAILS. 


City Officials Pleased at Traction Com- 
pany’s Plan—Still at Outs Over 
the Tunnels. 


While the Union Traetion company has 
refused to take any action in the matter of 
lowering the tunnels, it is putting down 
grooved rails on a number of down-town 
thoroughfares in which its lines are oper- 


laid. From this move the city authorities 
expect to force a number of changes, and, 
if possible, to secure grooved rails all over 
the city. 

While Corporation Counsel Walker Is pre- 
paring the petition for mandamus to com- 
pel the Union Traction company to sink the 
tunnels a number of the members of the 
Sanitary board have begun to outline plans 
by which friction between the municipal 
and the corporate powers may be avoided. 
Trustee Smyth suggests that the tunnels be 
blown up and four-track bascule bridges, to 
be used exclusively by the street railway 
company, be erected in their stead. 

Mr. Walker will file his sujt during the 
week unless the company takes action at 
once, and the City Council may take up the 
problem again tomorrow night. 

In the matter of greoved rail paving the 
Council some time ago passed an order call- 
ing for the removal of ‘‘ dead " tracks. The 
Union Traction company promises to rem- 
edy the troubles over unused tracks by re- 
placing these linés in Washington, Ran- 
dolph, and Madison streets with grooved 
rails. The regular lines on these thorough- 
fares are to be improved in the same way. |

Succeeds Thomas Ketchum Because

Thomas Ketchum, once Morgan Park's

“VOTE ON ORGANIC LAW. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE ADOPTS A 
, LARGE PART OF IT. 


Will Start on Third Week with Elec- 
‘tiens and Time Limit and Woman 
‘Delegate Questions Ahead—Ques- 
tion of Separate Ballot by Laity and 
a2 Ministry Debated and Decided At- 
Sirmatively—Reliet of Famine 
.India—Project for Daily Papers.

The Gereral Methodist Episcopal Confer- 
ence will start on its third week with its 
organization completed and a large part of 
the organic law adopted. A large propor- 
» tion of the memorials are in the hands of 
the committees and subcommittees. Elec- 
tions will be held this week. The present 
Board of Bishops have been assured that 
they are safe from retirement for another 
four years. The consolidation-of benevo- 
lent societies is to go over to the next 
quadrennial conference. The time limit of 
Pastorates and the woman question will fol- 
low the elections. As to what else is to 
come before this conference or to be done 
by it the situation is purely problematical. 


‘ Debating the Organic Law. 

The adoption of a large part of the organic 

law was all that the general session accom- 
, Piished yesterday morning. The question of 
“a separate vote by laymen and ministers in 
the conference was the only one that caused 
gdebate. It was so settled that a vote by or- 
ders can be taken upon the request of one- 
third of.either order. The debate reviewed 
the ground of objections to a vote by orders. 
During a short discussion of the rights of 
challenging a delegate, Dr. T. N. Boyle re- 
ferred to the case of Roberts in Congress. 
J. H. Mansfield of New England thought 
Roberts was entitled to his seat under the 
constitution, but that Congress was obliged 
te bow to the demands of public opinion. 
. W. H. Shier of Detroit said the General 
Conference did not have to go to Congress or 
political conventions to get precedents. The 
entire question turned:‘on whether one dele- 
gate should have a right to challenge an- 
other or whether it should require six from 
different conferences. It was decided that 
the six names must be secured before a dele- 
gate can be challenged. 

The following committees were announced 
by the Board of Bishops: 

To nominate trustees of the church—L. H. Stew- 
art, D..8. Gray, C. J. Howes, A. A. Small, A. B. 
Riker. 

To consider changes in the organic law of the 
church—J. M. Buckley, D. H. Moore, T. B. 
Neely, J. W. Hamilton, J. L. Hays, W. R. War- 
neck, C. W. Smith, A. B. Leonard, C. B. Lore, F. 
M. Simmons, J. F. Goucher, W. H. Shier,,S. M. 
‘Soon, A. J. Wallace, and G. H. Bridgman. 

The report of the Committee on Episco- 
pacy appearently created little interest. The 
fact that it recommiended no Bishops to be 
retired was accepted without comment, and 
the extension of the time of election to Tues- 
day morning at 10:30 o'clock, asked for 
by the committee, was readily granted. 

Dr. A. B. Leonard rose to a question of 
privilege, and read a cablegram from India 
telling of the famine and the need of relief. 
He offered a resolution to be sent in answer 
conveying the sympathy and interest of the 
conference, its intention to do all that is 
' possible among the people of the church, and 
‘the information that $52,000 is already in 
the hands of the mission’s. Secretary for 
relief work. The resolution was sent. 


Propose a Christian Newspaper. 

In connection with the discussion of the 
prize fight question and the results of its 
publication in the newspapers came a me- 
morial proposing a Sheldon scheme of daily. 
papers to contain “ Christian news for Ciris- 
tian people.’’ The proposal came from mem- 
bers of the West Wisconsin Conference. 
They would establish a great daily paper, 
to be published at branch houses in all the 
cities of the United States, or such of them 
as are large enough,-to give secular and 
religious news in such form as is best fitted 
to the development of a rounded Christian 
character. A paper on this plan, it is argued 
by the petitioners, would defy competition 
in price and merit. 


‘MINISTERS ON PRIZE FIGHTING. 


*) Result ef the Jeffries-Corbett Meeting 
“4 Discussed by Clergymen, Who Ex- 
press Various Opinions. 


The result of the Jeffries-Corbett fight 
found its way into the general session of the 
conference yesterday. Jeffries, being the son 
of a California minister, had a strong back- 
ing in the California delegation. In the 
Rock River delegation Presiding Elder H. 
G. Jackson and the Rev. Delos H. Thompkins 
were heard discussing the reasons why Cor- 

bett did not win. 

'* Every delegate, when asked, seemed to 
know the result of the fight, but many of 
them explained that the headlines in the 

“Morning papers had caught their eyes. 

+ Others openly stated that they had read the 

accounts and expressed their interest in the 

event as a great contest. 

The most amusing story is that told of 
two of the Columbia River delegates. They 
were found on Friday night by some friends 
@mong a large crowd gathered in front of 
one of the bulletin boards where the re- 
turns were being posted. Presiding Elder 
Matthew H. Marvin, who was one of them, 
explained it In this way: 

“ We were walking along the street on our 
‘way to the hotel, when we noticed the crowd. 

@ were naturally interested to know what 
Was going on and stopped to see. Directly 
i heard some one say: ‘ It’s an even show,’ 
and I began to suspect that it might be some- 
thing ofthis kind.. I had heard the term 
used in whist twenty years ago, before I was 
converted. I thought it might be that the 
crowd was betting on the result of the races, 
the turn of a card, or a roulette wheel, and 
80 we didn’t stop to see any more.”’ 

Elder Jackson and Dr. C. E. Mandeville 
‘had a discussion of the merits of the two 
fighters. 

“ Corbett used to be a nice, clean fellow, ? 
said Dr. Mandevilie, “‘ but since he went into 
‘the ring he has’degenerated. He was an 
athiete before, and it is the prize fight that 
has lowered him in my estimation.”

There is no manufacturing here, no Yarre 
wholesale stores. There is but little business 
of any kind more than the retail trade neces- 
Sary to supply the daily needs of the people. 
T saloons: all close at 10:30 o’clock at 
night, and no one thinks of eating breakfast 
later than 8 o'clock in the morning. The

Without taint of smoke. Every prospect is 
one of quiet. Such is the city in which Rich- 
@rd Yates was born and reared. Such are 
the associations which have had their share 
in forming his character.

"Richard Yates, or Dick,’ as he is bettor 
known here, lives in a comfortable if un- 
pretentious house in West State street. It 
is a frame building, two stories in height, 
With an inviting lawn in front and some 
little attempt at ornamentation in the way 
of pointed gables and verandas. The latter 
are for use, however, and the comfortable 
ehairs on them tell of the manner in which

The street itself is a beautiful one. It is 
bounded on each side for its entire length 
of a little Over a mile with a row of elms, 
which intertwine their branches and form. 
@ perfect arch over the roadway in the 
middie. The elms are old and bear their 
years with dignity. Back of them, forming 
arches over the sidewalks, are maples of 
more recent planting, which mingle their 
Dranches with the elder trees. Back of the 
maples are the lawns in front of the resi- 
Gences, arid noble lawns they are. Green 
@nd close clipped, no fences intervene be- 
tween them and the street. They stretch 
to the sidewalks. Way. back are set the 
houses.. They are nearly all of frame. but 
&s a rule commodious, after the old-fash- 
foned idea which looked first to comfort, 
and all are well kept up. And if the houses 
are large, the yards around are larger. The 
rule is four residences to a block, but often 
there are not more than three, and all the 
rest of the space is given up to the lawns 
in front and the yards around them.

Commenting on his effort the local reporter 
said: ‘‘ This young gentleman, for one of 
his years, did exceedingly well, and the au- 
dience greeted him with deserved applause.”’

Willlam J. Bryan, who, although over two 
years glider than Yates, was in the class 
below, was also a competitor at this contest, 
and of him the reporter said: “‘ Mr. Bryan 
delivered Patrick Henry’s celebrated speech 
in a most creditable manner.

, About this time also Richard Yates got his 
first taste of newspaper work, he and a num- 
ber of college friends resurrecting the Ram- 
bler. a defunct college publication, and Yates

‘Wins Intercollegiate Prize. 


Then, in 1879, Yates advanced to stil] 
further honors. He was chosen to repre- 
sent his college at the intercollegiate ora- 
‘torical contest, which was held at Cham- 
paign College, and there he won first prize. 
It amounted to $75 and was worth having, 
as Richard Yates was not a boy of wealth 
and what money he got he had to earn: 
This contest was held at the university 
chapel at.Urbana,. Oct. 2, 1879, and C. G. 
Neely, now a Judge in Chicago, was one 
of the contestants.

The serapbook has a good to say 
about this contest, and little wonder, as it 
was Yates’ first oratorical triumph of more 
than local account. It is doubtful if his 
recent nomination for the Governorship 
gave him half the pleasure that college 
victory did.

Young Men's Christian association recep- 
tion hejd in 1886 receives extended notice. 
Here William J. Bryan was the Pregident of 
the evening and Richard Yates delivered the 
address of welcome. The affair was espe- 
‘cially for the students of Whipple Academy 
and Illinois College and Yates and Bryan 
were alumni of both institutions. 

A piece of real eState news claims atten- 

tion about this time. It tells of the sale of 
the cld Yates homestead, the house in which 
Governor’ Yates Iiyed before and after his 
residence at Springfield, to the Convent of 
St. Rose of Lima.. This was Aug. 16, 188). 
When the convent secured it the old house 
was built around and made part of the Hos- 
pital of Our Holy Savior and tis so used now. 
It has been so encircled by other buildings 
that but a part of the original structure can 
bé seen in the picture of the hospital as it 
has been taken. Richard Yates and his 
mother then went to live ina building which 
since has been turned into a club, both he 
and his mother having since moved to the 
west side of the city into the bouse that they 
are now using. 
. Of Yates’ connection with the militia the 
scrapbook has little say. It mentions a 
‘banquet given the Morgan cadets, of whom 
he was one, just after their return from 
service during a strike and a lot of speeches 
were delivered praising th@ boys for their 
actions. But that is all the book has to tell 
about military services and the pomp and 
circumstance of war. Something akin to it 
is treated of, however, later in telling the 
story of how Richard Yates delivered the 
principal address at the opening of the Oid 
Soldiers’ Home at Quincy on“Oct. 20, 1886, 
‘and the high praise given him therefor. 

Then came more politics and an offer of 
the minority nomination for Representative 
in ‘the Lower House of the Illinois Legis- 
lature. This was declined, which moved 
‘‘Buck”’ Hinrichsen, editor of the Demo- 
cratic paper, to remark that the local Re- 
publican manager had offered the nomina- 
tion to Yates, knowing he would decline it, 
‘and thus pave the way for his own nomina- 
tion. 

In 1886 Yates also joined the Knights of 
Pythias, according to this truthful chronicle. 
He already had been made a Knight Temp- 
lar, and about the same time he secured, as 
@ity- Attorney, the conviction of a druggist 
who had been selling intoxicating liquors 
unlawfully. The full significance of this 
last action does not appear plainly now, but 
it must have been a matter of importance at 
the time, as much space is given up to telling 
about it. The fine also was $50, so the of- 
fensé must have been serious, 

‘Religious matters are also prominent in 
these days, Yates having been made Vice 
President of the Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation and being actively engaged in the 
work. Politics also again became a factor 
in his life, Yates having been selected as a 
delegate to the national convention of Re- 
publican clubs which met in New York City 
Dec. 15, 1887. He was also unanimously 
nominated as the Republican candidate for 
City Attorney and elected. 


Account of His Wedding. 


But in 1888 the scrap book forgets all about 
politics and everything else in order to tell 
how on the afternoon of Oct. 23 Richard 
Yates and Miss Nellie Wadsworth had been 
married. 

“For many days.” says the narrator, 
“has the interest of the community centered 
around the event which yesterday afternoon 
caused the steps of many to turn toward the 
residence of A. C. Wadsworth on West 
Grove street.”” . 

Then is told how the marmage was per- 
formed by the Rev. Julian Wadsworth, the 
prother of the bride, how handsome she was 
in her dress of white. how Dr. P. G. Gillett 
made a clever and yet feeling address to the 
wedded -couple and a cake with a ring init 
was cut and distributed among the young 
women present, the finder of the ring to be 
thé next one to be married.

Busy in Politics Again. 


Then politics began to attract Mr. Yates’ 
attention again. His name was suggested 
for the nomination for State’s Attorney for 
Morgan County, but he would not accept 
it. Instead he assumed the chairmanship 
of the Republican County committee.and 
managed the campaign. There was also 
more talk of his being the minority candidate 
for the Legislature, but this he again re- 
fused. 

But the organization of the Republican 
clubs of the State was also in Mr. Yates’ 
hands at this time, and he and A. J. Lester 
of Springfield went traveling around the 
State on this errand. Mr. Lester also got 
married to Miss Tracey of Springfield about 
this time, and Mr. and Mrs. Yates went over 
to the wedding. The story of it is told at 
length and with much praise of Mrs. Yates’ 
dress and appearance. It wasa social event 
in which the scrapbook took much Interest. 
But it took more in an announcement which 
it makes of the date of July 27, 1891, when 
it says: 

‘Yesterday the hearts of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Yates were gladdened by the birth 
of a daughter. She is to bear the name ol 
Catherine.”’ 

This is the eldest child of Mr. Yates. She 
was named after his mother. 

So matters ran along after a peaceful 
fashion, with nothing of particular moment 
to record until In the spring of 1892, when

Mr. Yates out as a candidate for Con- 
gressman-at-Large.

From this time on there are many things 
about’ politics. There was a convention 
held in Sangamon County which John R. 
Tanner- expected to control, but did not. 
Tanner wanted to bé State Treasurer, and 
was afraid the nomination of Yates would 
interfere with that ambition. The Sanga- 
mon County convention, however, rejected 
instructions for him by a vote of 79 to 42, 
and that was not pleasant for Tanner, while 
it helped Yates’ chances along wonderfully. 
This was March 30, 1892, and from this 
time on for a long while the book speaks of 
nothing but politics and the nomination for 


Congressman-at-Large. 3 


His First Speech in Chicago. 


About this time Mr. Yates made his first 
acquaintance with Chicago. speaking at a 
Hamilton club dinner. His theme was “‘ The 
Young Man in Politics,”’ and, perhaps for the 
sake of contrast, he was followed by Gen- 
eral Alger of Michigan. 

The ambition of General Rinaker, who 
now lives in Mr. Yates’ Congressional dis- 
trict, to be a candidate for Congressman-at- 
Large is noted during the latter part of 
March, and this somewhat complicated mat- 
ters, as he came from an adjotning county, 
and geography is everything in the political 
calculations of people in this territory. To- 
day it ig difficult for them to believe the 
Republicans of Cook County will not afl 
vote the Democratic ticket simply because 
there is no Cook County man on the Repub- 
lican one.

DR. W. S. CHRISTOPHER DISCUSSES 
CAUSES OF BACK WARDNESS, 


Addresses the Study Congress in Y, 4, 
Cc.

Starvation is declared by Dr: W. 8. Chrig. 
topher of the Board of Education to be one 
of four causes of dullness or backwardnegg 
among pupils in the public schools.. Dr 
Christopher made the statement in his ad. 
dress before the Child Study congress yes. 
terday afternoon in the Y. M. C. A. Audito. 
rium. It was explained to mean not actual 
lack of food, but lack of the proper king 
of food. Some children who were unable tg 
keep the pace of the schools, or who, if they . 
did go from grade to grade with the rest of 
their class, did not get the full benefit of 
the instruction, were those who were feg 
too much upon meat, and others were those 
whose diet was too exclusively some one 
staple. 

Physical disorders, said Dr. Christopher, 
had as much to do with the mental condi 
tion of the school child as nervous disorderg, 
This fact, he claimed, had been unrecognizeg 
by child students. 

“A lame foot, a disordered liver, or ¢ 
deformity will have an effect upon the 
mental life of the child,” he said. “ The 
pupil probably will progress with the regg 
of his class and pass from grade to ne 
but he will not get the full advantage 
his training. This is educational extravas 
gance. A part of the child's life is wasted, 
The teacher and the physician should come 
bine to prevent it.”’ 

The tempers of school children were af- 
fected by bodily disorders, he said, and 
treatment would work surprising cures ip 
the state of mind.

EXPECT DROP IN ILLITERACY. 


School Census Officials Pleased with the 
Showing—Attack on German 
Fails. 


The books of the school census are expected 
to show a decrease in illiteracy among Chi- 
cago children. Estimates made by the super- 
intendents of the census place the illiteracy 
20*per cent lower this year than it was when 
the last school census was taken in 1898. 
The census of that year showed 344 children 
who were classed as iliterates. The de- 
crease is most noticeable on the West Side, 
where the largest proportion was found in 
former years. 

The cause of the decrease is supposed to be 
found in the activity of the Compulsory Edu- 
cation department of the Board of Educa- 
tion. The examination of the canvassers’ 
books on which the estimates are given Is 


not given as final. 


Want Experience to Count. 

A plan to have teachers of the eighth 
grade advanced to positions as teachers in 
the high schools without going through am 
examination was proposed by Walter F, 
Slocum, principal of the Hyde Park High 
School branch at a meeting of the eighth and 
ninth’ grade instructors of the Myde Park 
and Englewood districts at the Kosminski _ 
School. Mr. Slocum declared that the cry 
arising now was that many of the high school 
teachers did not possess the proper disci- 
plinary power, and that they were unable to 
handle a class. The speaker urged that ex- 
perience should count, and that any teacher 
who had years of experience in the schools 
was more capable of taking a class of stu- 
dents than was a young graduate from col- 
lege, whose only recommendation was that 
she could pass the examination. 


Attack on German Fails. | 

An effort was made to secure a discussion 
of resolutions declaring against the teaching 
of German in the elementary schools at @ 
meeting of the Principals’ association in 
Handel Hall. The resolutions introduced by 
John T. Ray two months ago were called 
up, but the principals pleaded lack of time, 
A motion that it be the sense of the associa- 
tion that the teaching of German should be 
discontinued in elementary schools was ji- 
troduced by A. R. Robinson, principal oft 
English High and Manual Training 
School, and was received with a storm of 
protests. The result was a postponement of 
discussion until May 26. 

Trustee Sexton and members of the asso- 
ciation differed as to the value of the teach- 
ing of grammar intheschools. The teachers 
advocated the acquirement of a knowledge of 
‘good English by a broader use of the lane 
guage. The trustee censured the teachers 
for inability to teach correct English, 4 
attributed the fault to lack of training in 

rammar. 
ear I believe there are few teachers in the 
schocls today,” he said, “‘ who can speak the 
English language correctly. The great fault 
has been that too much stress has beea 
placed on the teaching of literature.

Australia Question Not Settled. 


A blue book published last night proves 
that the negotiations over the Australian 
commonwealth bill have not resulted in any 
settlement of the ill-timed controversy, and 
that the government has deci to pro- 
pose an amendment to clause 74, relating to 
appeals to the Judicial committee of the 
Privy Council. | 

The Australian delegates have been wined 
and dined, but they persist in adhering lit- 
erally to their instructions and are irritated 
by the attempts of the ministry and the 
English press to create the impression that 
the five Australian Premiers are more lib- 
eral and less uncompromising than them- 
selves. One delegate, Dickson, has shown 
signs of weakening on this question, but the 
remaining four, under the leadership of Mr. 
Barton, a most capable and eloquent states- 
man, continue to argue the case with lucidity 
and inflexible determination. 

This controversy is keenly regretted by 
all imperialists, and Chamberlain will have 
an ungracious if necessary act to perform 


in justifying next week the amendment to 


the commonwealth bill. 


Parliament Affairs Stagnant. 

Business in Parliament in the meanwhile 
is stagnant. George Wyndham is con- 
demned to whip thistles every day by the 
inquisitive members who persist in asking 
in conventions about Lord Methuen, Kitch- 
ener, and the Irish battalions, and this is 
the chief incident of each session. 

The debates are not well ‘attended, and 
the legislative proceedings have ceased to 
interest the public. 


The cause of the Irish union has been 


promoted by Lord Salisbury’s Primrose 
speech, and John Redmond is displaying a 
conciliatory temper toward his rivals. He 
has already spoken from the same platform 
with Healy and Blake and tomorrow he will 
appear with Dillon in the Free Trade Hall 
in Manchester and offer fresh proof that the 
Irish factions have reached a practical work- 
ing understanding. 

Respecting the Natianalist policies, both 
leaders are likely to answer Lord Salisbury’s 
Primrose speech and rival each other in in- 
vective. | 


Interest in Judicial Changes. 

The legal changes have greatly interested 
the public during the week. Sir Richard 
Webster, who, as Master of the Rolls, is 
certain to make a good President of the 
Court of Appeajs, is one of the most popu- 
lar men in the Unionist party, and his with- 
drawal from Parliament leaves a vacancy 
not easily filled. Both Sir Robert Finlay 
and Carson have earned their promotion as 
the chief law officer of the crown, but they 
are men of less tact and flexibility..

GERMANS DO NOT LIKE SPEECH OF 
UNITED STATES SENATOR. 


Foreign Office Official in Berlin Says 

| Telegrams from President of Brazil 

Show Existence of Only the Most 

Friendly Feeling for Germany—One 

Paper Says Remarks Were Aimed at 

Germany Directip—Diseuss Inter- 
vention in South Africa, 


BERLIN, May 12.—{Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—A high personage 
in the Foreign office, speaking of the speech 
of Mr. Lodge in the United States Senate 
yesterday, said that telegrams exchanged 
between the Emperor and President Campos 
Salles show that the relations between Brazil 
and Germany are of the most cordial char- 
acter. Brazil, this official added, apprehends 
no danger, but American politicians are 
papstlicher als der Papst selbst.”’ 

“If BrazH is not threatened by greater 
dangers than those that menace her from 
Germany,” ‘the official continued, “‘ Brazil- 
ians may be quite unconcerned for the 
future.”’

COURT PROBLEMS IN JAPAN. 


Americans Alarmed Over Prospect of 
Coming Entirely Under Japa- 
nese Jurisdiction. 


YOKOHAMA, Japan, April 25.—[Corre- 
spondence.]—The feeling of alarm atong 
the foreigners with regard to their being 
placed under Japanese jurisdiction has been 
increased by the recent decision of a native 
court in the case of the Kobe Water Works 
company, involving a sum of nearly half a 
million yen. 

The decision was given against Mr. Morse 
of the American Trading company, who had 
sued the water works for non-fulfillment 
of the terms of a loan made by him to the 
water works. 

Among the Japanese themselves there is 
going on a healthy discussion as to the char-’ 
acter and competency of the native judic- 
lary. This has been stimulated by the report 
of the government commission recently sent 
abroad to investigate the standing of the 
American and European ¢ourts. The con- 
clusions of the commission are that Japan’s 
Judges must be better paid and given a far 
higher social standing before the nation 
can hope to place its courts upon a par with 
those of the Occident. 

There is much uneasiness in the air, chief- 
ly on account of the course of foreign trade. 
Imports up to the middle of the month ex- 
ceeded the exports by forty-four million 
yen, or about $22,000,000.

Finally it 
was abruptly abandoned, M. Picard and hip 
attendants departing immediately, while 
the members of the American commission 
remained, chatting with groups of friends.

Addressing M. Picard, Mr. Peck said; 
“The great nation which I have the honor 
to represent has, by your suffrance, planted 
this building upon the soil of our sister re~ 
public, France. We rejoice that we have 
been permitted to erect this structure upon 
the Rue de Nations, an international avenue, 
destined to become the most famed and hise 
toric feature of your great universal exposix 
tion, for these homes of the peoples of the 
world, standing by the side of one another, 
will promote in a large degree that great 
fraternity which should exist between the 
nations of the earth. 

‘‘ We have builded our structure as a part 
of your international undertaking, and 
therefore it' is my duty and great pleasure 
to transfer to you, as the executive Mead of 
the exposition, this edifice, which is the 
gift of a nation gladly uniting with other 
nations in bringing to France its resources 
and products as a contribution to the greag 
peace festival so happily inaugurated. 

‘“*‘I know my countrymen will join me if 
the sentiment: ‘ Vive le Commissaire Gene 
eral Picard,’ ‘ Vive le Exposition Untverselle 
de 1900,’ Vive la France.’ 


Compliments by Picard. 

M. Picard replied: “ It is for me a ‘verte 
table good fortune and, at the same time, & 
profound pleasure to be able, on this solemn 
occasion, to offer the eminent representative 
of the United States my most cordial con- 
gratulations. The palace of majestic ele« 
gance which you constructed on the banks 
of the Seine and which we inaugurate to- 
day, appears to me not only a temple to 
mark the progress of peace, but also a sue 
perb monument raised to the time-honore@ 
friendship of two nations. 

** I feel certain that I will be a faithful tne 
terpreter of the sentiments of my felloweé 
citizens in thanking the powerful republig 
of the United States for the friendly wele 
come given to the invitation of the Frenely 
republic and admirable participation in the 
work of concord whereby all countries dee 
cided to close the nineteenth century.

Severe Criticism Heard. - 

Despite the general good humor, severe 
criticism was heard on all sides about thé 
arrangements. There seems no question but 
that the affair was rather poorly managed, 
No provision seemed to have been made toe 
handle such crowds, nor to make the bulld- 
ing and seats accessible to holders of tickets, 
Many French dignitaries or prominent Amer- 
icans arrived and vainly waved their iInvitae- 
tions, returning home disgusted. 

Sousa’s Band was established where i 
would most effectively choke one of the 
principal ways of access, and the reception 
generally was too economically planned, 
No refreshments were served, which is cone- 
trary to all French usages. The American 
inauguration was the only one so far at 
which the guests have not been amply pro= 
vided for. 

There was disappointment also that the 
inside of the building is yet so far from ready, 
There was no furniture of any sort visihie 
and only the bare walls were scantily deco+ 
rated with flags and bunting.

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REPLY TO WANAMAKER. 


PHILADELPHIA OFFICIALS ACCUSE 
IM OF MISSTATEMENT. 


‘ 


Bay Accusations Made by Him That 
They Have Tried to Terrorize Him 
Are Unfounded — Mayor Ashbridge 
‘Defends His Associates—Mr. English 
Declares He Went Only to Stop Un- 
just Personal Attacks—Mr. Wana- 
maker Retracts Nothing. 


: Philadelphia, Pa., May 12.—[Special.}]— 
Mayor Ashbridge and Director of Public 
Safety Abraham L. English gave out for 
Publication today statements in reply to the 
one by John Wanamaker, in which it is 
charged that ‘‘a terrorizing form of black- 
mail was devised’ by “* the chief councilor 
of the Mayor ’’ for the purpose of “ silencing 
the criticisms ”’ of the North American. news- 
paper against Mayor ~Ashbridge and Di- 
rector English. 
. Mayor Ashbridge’s statement is as fol- 


8: 

“Mr. English's call on Mr. Wanamaker 
Was in no manner whatsoever as a public 
official, but to call Mr. Wanamaker’s atten- 
tion to the numerous vindictive and malic- 
fous personal articles published in his news- 
paper, and to insist upon a cessation of per- 
gonal attacks which invaded the sanctity of 
‘our families. 

“Both Mr. English and Mr. Pierie have 
advised me that many of the statements 
contained in Mr. Wanamaker’s letter are 
‘@xXaggerated and untruthful, being ingeni- 
ously written fo divert attention from him- 
gelf and to atfack Mr. English and me. No 
pone knows this better than Mr. Wanamaker. 

“With reference to the rumors of a de- 
mand for Mr. English’s removal from the 
position of Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, I desire to say that Mr. Eng- 
lish has always performed his public duties 
faithfully, honestly, and with intelligence, 
and I wish it to be distinctly understood that 
no official under this administration, high or 
low, who performs his public duties faith- 
fully will be removed or dismissed for de- 
fending his personal character or for pro- . 
tecting his home against slanders and 
abuse.”’ 


Denial of Mr. English. 

The following is the statement of Director 
English: 7 

“ The newspapers of this city published this 
morning a letter from John Wanamaker, 
charging me with an attempt to blackmail 
him, and, if it were true, Mr. Wanamaker’s 
criticism would be just, but he is not truthful 
in his statement of what took place at our in- 
terview in his office or occurrences relating 
thereto. 

“Ever since Mr. Ashbridge has been 
Mayor and I have been Director of Public 
Safety, the North American has attacked 
our personal characters without a cause or 
justification. 

“Shortly thereafter I complained to Mr. 
Wanamaker of these. unjust attacks upon 
our personal characters and asked him to 
have them stopped. I spoke to him in the 
position of a private citizen only and re- 
quested that the gross and persistent in- 
justice should not be continued. The at 
tacks continued, however, and in a further 
attempt to stop them I called upon Mr. 
Wanamaker on Thursday morning, accom- 

nied by Mr. George G. Pierie. I made no 

eats against-him.”’ 


4}. Wanamaker Sticks to His Point. 
» Mr. Wanamaker was shown the interviews 
wf the Mayor and his director and said in ref- 
“erence thereto as follows: : 

“I gave a circumstantial account of the 
interview, setting out the specific black- 
mailing language and threat made by Mr. 
English. He does not pretend to deny these 
‘facts. His attempted explanation is farcical 
and is a practical confession of his ignomin- 
offense. 

“ As far as the Mayor's statement is con- 
cerned, it is as unworthy of consideration or 
belief as Mr. English’s.”’ 

The publications of Mr. Wanamaker’s 
statement created a stir throughout the city 

and State. 


SMALL PARKS BY THE RIVER. 


Ald. Alling Proposes Locations for 
Breathing Places—First Meeting of 
Commission Next Saturday. 


[Instead of being lined with factories, 
wharves, and deserted buildings the Chi- 
cago River in the future may flow between 
banks upon which green grass and flowers 
-will grow and which may afford resting 
‘places fur thousands of Chicago’s poor. 
his transformation will follow if the plans 
of Alderman Charles Alling are adopted by 
the members of the Small Park commission, 
which holds its first meeting next Saturday. 

’ At this meeting Alderman Alling, who is 
one of the South Side members of the com- 
mission, will present for consideration plans 
which contemplate the location of most of 
the proposed small parks on the banks of 
the river or along the shore of Lake Mich- 
igan. Old buildings, which at present line 
the river.and the lake, are to be torn down 
and their sites turned into parks. Accord- 
ing to Alderman Alling the cost of securing 
the property will be small, as the property 


’ Is ‘not considered valuable at the present 


time. | 
“There are places all along the river and 
the lake,”’ said Mr. Alling yesterday, “‘ that 
would afford ideal sites for breathing places. 
At present these spots are occupied by rick- 
ety buildings, which have been unused for 
years. These buildings can easily be torn 
down. The value of the property upon 
which they stand is comparatively small. In 
a few years it will have become valuable. 
If the city would purchase this property 
now the people would be assured small 
parks along bodies of water. I believe that 
the people will flock to these places along 
the river. Even now every Sunday thou- 
Sands of people flock to the lake shore. In 
‘my ward between Twenty-sixth and Thirty- 
third streets the lake shore is crowded every 
Sunday with people who wish to get a breath 
of fresh air. At present there is nothing 
but the lake to attract them. The shore is 
. Sandy and strewn withrubbish. A few thou- 
sand dollars would make the lake front at 
this place an attractive spot. The south 
parks are too far away for the people to 
* get to and the inland parks do not seem to 
them.”’ 
e first park site to be secured by. the 
Small Park commission probably will be in 
one of the river wards. Since.the opening 
of the drainage canal the South Branch of 
the Chica,» River is filled with water nearly 
es clean as that in the lake. It is declared 
by members of the commission that prop- 
erty along the river front can be secured at 
@ reasonable price and that the first of the 
#mall parks may be situated along its banks. 
Alderman Jackson, chairman of the com- 
mission, deelares that he believes that the 
‘work of thé commission in the present year 
will be chiefly preliminary investigation of 
Various sites.

CENTRAL PACIFIC DEAL, 


io Work Done as Yet, but Expectation 
Jw the Lines Will Connect in Time at 
Ogden—Forecast as to the Probable 
Rloute—Rates for the Democratic 
ational Convention at Kansas 

City — Nickel Steel Rails Are Too 
' Hard. 


* Burlington officials refuse to affirm ordeny 
the reports that they are to extend their 
‘ine to Ogden, Utah,’ to connect with the 
‘Central Pacific. The stories from New York 
“are that conferences between the Burlington 

and Union Pacific officials have been held 
‘and that the Burlington will in time connect 
with the Central Pacific at Ogden. It can 
‘be stated that not a mile of road has been 
built in that direction, and a study of the 
map of the Burlington extensions fails to 
ghow anything like such a plan. 

The Burlington has three lines extending 
through Nebraska. The southern line ter- 
minates at Denver, the middle line at Chey- 
wnne, and the northern curving northwest 
from Grand Island to Billings, Mont. On 
‘this line from a point near Alliance the Bur- 
lington has built 200 miles in a southerly di- 
rection. An extension from Cheyenne would 
parallel the Union Pacific, and one from the 
Black Hills line as far north as Crawford 
‘would parallel the Northwestern. In ex- 
tending ‘from Alliance, therefore, the Bur- 
‘lington would occupy territory between the 
iUnion Pacific and the Northwestern, and it 
‘would be the best-route available toward 
Ogden. The indications are that the North- 
/western will be extended from Casper to a 
Junction with the Oregon Short Line at or 
‘near Pocatello, and that the Burlington, fol- 
Jowing south, will in due time reach Ogden. 
‘ It is stated that the work thus far has 
proved more expensive than was anticipated 
and that there is a disposition to delay 
progress pending lower prices.

His Showing Against Jeffries 
Leaves Him Higher Among 
Pugilistic Critics. 


SHARKEY LACKS SCIENCE. 


Two San Francisco Clubs Are 
at War Over the 
Neill Match. 


-GILMORE TO GIVE A SHOW.

Defeated but not disgraced. That, I guess, 
covers Corbett’s end of his fight with Jef- 
fries. To say that the former’s showing 
against the champion was a surprise to 


followers of the sport is putting it mildly. 


It was the talk of Chicago yesterday, and, 


judging from the conversation heard on 


all sides, Corbett today stands higher in the 
estimation of the fighting public than he 


has since he wrested the championship from 


John L. Sullivan. Even his enemies, and 
there are scores of them, were loud in their 
praise of his showing. According to the 
reports of the contest, Corbett easily out- 
pointed Jeffries. That, however, was ex- 
pected; but not for such a length of time. 
He was given—and that by close students 
of the game—about ten rounds to with- 
stand Jeffries’ sledgehammer blows. Then, 
it was thought, he would collapse. Probably 
not so much from the blows “ Jeff’’ might 
land—they, it was thought, would be few 
and far between—but from physical exhaus- 
Of course, the probabilities of the 
champion landing a knockout before the 
expiration of-ten rounds was also consid- 
ered. This, however, did not transpire; but 
when the fifteenth, and then the twentieth, 
round had passed and Corbett was still there, 
as agile as ever, everybody began to won- 
der, and wondered whether he would stay 
the limit; also whether Referee White would 
give him the decision on points. This, from 
the ticker reports, it appeared would be 
the case, but a careful perusal of the con- 
test, as published yesterday, shows it could 


* not, up to the time of the knockout, have 


been anything but a draw. I read the ac-’ 


counts carefully, and, if they were correct,’ 


I figured Corbett had the better of ten 
rounds, Jeffries of nine rounds, and the 
other four were about even. However, Cor-. 
bett showed up in such grand, and, I might’ 
add, unexpected form and made such a 
good impression on the crowd that had the 
bout gone the limit there would have been 
@ great deal of dissatisfaction had the ref- 
eree declared it a draw. This would also 
have been the case had he decided in favor 
of either man. Fortunately, there was a 
knockout, and that ends all disputes and 
arguments as to which is the better man. 


The event of the week in pugdom in chi- 
cago was the meeting of those old ring rivals, 
Tom {Sharkey and Joe Choynski. They. 
hooked up together under the auspices of

In two rounds. This was the latter’s first 
appearance in Chicago in a contest for blood 
cog as was expected, he knocked his man 
out. 

This by some was considered quite a feat, 
while looked upon by others as a foregone 
conclusion. Not that Joe was thought an 
easy mark—quite the contrary—but Shar- 
key’s weight, strength, hitting powers, and 
capacity for punishment, not speaking of his 
bull rushing aggressiveness, were considered 
too much for the blonde-hatred fighter. 

It was argued and agreed that the latter 
held the trump hand in science, but what 
was that compared with the double armored 
battering ram he was asked to go against. 


It was a test of science against strength and. 


bulldog tenacity, and the result exploded the 
old saying that science prevails over 
strength. 

Some may argue that Sharkey is also pos- 
sessed of considerable science, which, com- 
bined with his strength and hitting powers, 
won him the contest. I will admit Tom's 
strength and hitting powers, but I failed to 
locate his science. The general impression 
is that when a man Is strong, quick of foot, 
and can swing left and right, miss or hit, and 
hit effectively enough to knock a man out, 
he must naturally be scientific. 

That may appear so in cases wherein a 
man, such as described, meets one consid- 
erably lighter and weaker, say on the McCoy 
or Choynski order. But let him tackle a 
man bullt on the same lines as himself, one 
that can stand his. wallops. and find 
that his science, if on the Sharkey order, 
will not set the world on fire. 

Of the two, Choynski, from a scientific 
point of view, showed up the better. His 
delivery was accurate, and hot on the hit 
He timed 
the latter nicely and caught him coming with 
Straight lefts and rights, also with hooks. 
They were not all love taps. either. 

Some of .his blows had steam enough be- 
hind them to knock out an ordinary fighter. 


Sharkey, however, does not come under the 


head of ordinary, and therefore withstood 
ail that Joe could give him and sailed in for 
more. 

It was like a steel drmored gunboat plow- 

ing head on against a quick safling yacht, in 
which the latter might prolong the battle if 
lt was not struck. But when collided with 
It would be forced to go under, and soit was 
With Joe. 
’ To stay six rounds with such a battering- 
Tam as Sharkey was no trick, provided he 
Was fleet enough of foot to avoid the col- 
lision. This he might have done fn a twenty- 
four-acre lot, but in a twenty-four-foot ring 
hardly. : 

Sharkey did all that was asked of him. 
He forced the fighting, as he said he would, 
and, being a glutton for punishment, it was 
only a matter of time when he would land 
hard enough to score a victory. I cannot, 
however, attribute his victory to science, 
as to my way of thinking he showed but lit- 
tle of that. 

He was as wild as a March hare at times, 
but his bulldog determination and his ca- 
Pacity for taking punishment more than 
OVerbalanced Choynski’s cleverness, and 
that gave him the long end of the parse and 
added another knockout to his record. His 
Whole fight was made up of swings, with the 
exception of a part of the last minute of the 
Second round, when he sparred at long range 
“cag attempted several straight left-hand

In this he was an utter failure, as the 
blows thus delivered came with a down- 
Ward, chop-like movement, and landed with 
the open glove. 

There is no doubt he has improved in fight-

_P. V. JOHNSTON WRITES OF PETER 
THE GREAT’S EARLY WORK. 


Colt Trotted the Last Eighth of a Fast 


Mile as a Three-Year-Old in Fifteen 


Seconds—Doubt as to Whether He 

Will Be Raced This Season—John- 

ston Has Some Good Youngsters by 

the Noted Trotter—Visit to the Lesh 
‘Farm at Goshen. 


{BY H. T. WHITE.] 
Undoubtedly the trotter now on the turf 
about which the greatest interest centers is 
Peter the Great. At the close of last season 
it was the opinion of nine horsemen in every 
ten who had seen him trot that Peter was 
the kingpin of all harness horses. It is 
true he did not have the fastest record, but 
his career as a 2 and 3 year old had been so 
brilliant, followed as it was by two wonder- 
ful races at Lexington last fall in the 
Transylvania and 2:10 trots, that attention 
Was centered on him to an extent no other 
orse enjoyed. He should have won the 
ransylvania in straight heats, and such a 
result would have given him a record asa 
2, 3, and 4 year old not approached by any 
other trotter. His wonderful flight of speed 
when he trotted to the half-mile pole in 
1:014¢, keeping in third place all the way 
around the turn, was the most impressive 
exhibition ever made by a 4-year-old trotter, 
and no spectatdr of the Lexington’ races 
thought that Peter was beaten for lack of 

epeed, steadiness, or gameness. 
_ While the horse was a 2 and 3 year old he 
‘was trained and driven by Peter V. John- 
ston, who has had a long and successful ca- 
reer on the turf, and who has been notably 
successful in his management of stallions. 
' Under his tutelage Peter the Great was 
gecend to Janie L. when she lowered the 2- 
year-old record for trotting fillies to 2:14. 
It was the colt’s only start that season, and 
he did not again appear until a year later, 
when in the 3-year-old Futurity at Lexing- 
ton he won as he pleased, trotting the third 
heat over a track that weas not fast in 2:12. 
In his races as a 2 and 3 year old Peter the 
Great never made a break, and it was the 
verdict of horsemen that.a better gaited or 
more perfectly balanced trotter was not to 
be found. The following winter the colt 
was sold to Mr. J. Malcolm Forbes of Bos- 
ton, and last season he was gaited different 
from the previous season, going choppy at 
times, and he was also unsteady, making a 
break in the third heat of the Transylvania 
when in the homestretch and out in the lead, 
clear of the other horses. At that time it 
was stated in THE TRIBUNE that Peter the 
Great’s feet had been radically changed 
from the manner in which they were when 
Johnston drove the colt to victory. This 
etatement created talk among horsemen, 

but its accuracy was not denied. 


Letter from Trainer Johnston. 


In excuse, however, of the present manage~- 
ment of the horse, it has been claimed in cer- 
tain papers that Johnston had great trouble 
jn balancing the colt. As itis admitted that 
if Peter does not trot this season it will be 
for the reason that he is laid up from causes 
which arose by reason of his trotting races 
while out of balance. I wrote to Mr. John- 
ston and asked him to say if he had ever 
had trouble in balancing the colt, as charged. 
In answer he writes the following, which will 
jnterest horsemen all over the =—,* as it

cient to have won the Transylvania had 
lt not been for the break he made when the 
face looked to be all over but the shout- 
Ing. Johnston is a conservative man in his 
statements about the speed of horses he has 
trained, and it will be news to horsemen 
that Peter the Great could brush the end 
of a fast mile at a two-minute clip, especial- 
ly with Johnston in the sulky, as he does 
not ‘split em wide open” in getting ready 
for a race. 

Johnston writes me he will soon begin the 
work of breaking a couple of yearlings by 
Peter the Great. One of them is peculiarly 
“bred, being out of Episode, 2:18, by Ambas- 
sador, second dam Sattos, dam of Peter 
the Great. The other‘ywearling’s dam is 
Kalla Belle, 2:29%4, by Pilot Medium; second 
dam the dam of Lady Belle. This is a 
double cross to Pilot Medium, as Peter the 
Great is by that horse: These yearlings 
are owned by Mr. D. D. Streeter, who bred 
Peter the Great and sold him for $20,000 
cash and ten services to the horse.

There was a time when a 
Chillicothe man would walk two miles to ‘‘ see 
the score’’ if Danny Friend was to pitch that 
day, but when Danny passed into the New Eng- 
land league his name was wiped off the roll of 
herces, and now all the attention is devoted to 
Imp and the Senator Rose colts. The man who 
can’t tell what weight Imp carried in every one 
of her vidfories and give the time or who can’t 
tell how many Senator Rose colts have done bet- 
ter than 2:30 is a slow citizen. 

hen Imp ran in the Metropolitan Handicap 
at Morris Park a week ago yesterday Chillicothe 
was wise, and while many a dollar went on the 
mare out-of loyalty nobody expected to win a 
bet on her. eré was a circus in town that day.

LENGE FOR DECORATION DAY. 


Chicago Players Will Be Short Several 


Strong, Men and Are in Need of Prac- 
tice—Teichmann Plays in Excellent 
Form, Beating Out Blackburne, 
‘Gunsberg, and Mason—Rocamora’s 


Fine Game in Manhattan Tourney— 
Death of Noted Woman Chess Player ~

Joy reigns among the “ fighting '’’ members 
of the Chicago Chess and Checker club. 
There will be a team match by telegraph on 
Decoration day after all. The chivalrous 
Brooklyn Chess club at the meeting of its 
Board of Directors last Monday acted on 
Chicago's challenge and at once wired its 
acceptance. The “ Brooklyn knights ’’ made 
urrangements with the Postal Telegraph 
company for placing instruments in the two 
clubrooms and connecting them directly for 
the entire afternoon and evening of May 30. 

There have been two matches between 
Brooklyn and Chicago before, a correspon- 
dence match of two games and a team match 
by correspondence on twelve boards. In 
both of them the Easterners were victorious 
by the closest possible score. Chicago will 
now make a strong effort to place the major- 
ity of goose eggs in Brooklyn's basket. Right 
here it is well to warn the Chicago players 
that they have a serious task before them. 
Three of the men who played against Boston 
last year are not available in this contest. 
The conservative Dr. Phillips, who always 
kept the other members of the team “on 
pins’’ until they knew that he had not played 
his favorite opening in offhand play, the 
erratic Razzle-Dazzle, is away. The bril- 
liant C. M. Saulson, who has lost hundreds of 
games that he could have won easily simply 
because he tried to make a spectacular fin- 
ish, is now a resident of New York. The 


tenacious F. F. Wilcox, who has always’ 


made a good score for the club, is away ona 
six weeks’ trip at Atlanta. And there may 
be another’ vacancy. There are many good 
players in the club who are anxious to battle 
on the team and who are of a caliber to 
make the absence of the mentioned players 
little felt, but another and probably more 
serious condition exists. That is the fact 
that nearly all the players are out of prac- 
tice for hard chess. With the exception of 
the fall handicaps no tournament was played 
this winter, and it is too late now to start 
one. Every player on the team should at 
once begin to play hard games under time 
limit. An even tournament among the new 
candidates for position on the upper team is 
about to be arranged. The new clubrooms 
at 77 Clark street are a great improvement

His first success 
was in 1891, when he secured first prize in 
the strong Berljn chess club. At Leipsic, in 
804, he was third, Tarrasch and Lipke 


being first and second. In the same year 


he was first in a Simpson's Divan tourney. 
In the great Hastings tournament, where 
‘Pillsbury first electrified the chess world, 
‘he tiled with Von Bardeleben for seventh 
place, a creditable performance when it is 
considered that seven of the players in that 
notable gathering had on one or several 
occasions been winners of the first prize in 
international tourneys. At Nuremberg, in 
1896, he scored only four wins, and again, at 
Berlin, only 7%. In the London tourney last 
year he started well, but had to withdraw 
early owing to trouble with his eyes.

The 
real facts are as follows: 7 

The first time the project of forming» 
Western Whist league was mentioned in 
Chicago was in a letter received by the writer 
from a prominent whist player in a neigh. 
boring State, in which the writer was ad. 
dressed, not as an editor of whist but asa 
whist player. This letter advocated the 
forming of a Western whist league, not with 
any purposé of working injury to the Amer 
ican Whist league, but for the reason that 
the West was behind the East in the matter 
of local associations, etc., the various argu. 
ments having beerprinted in THs TRIBUNE’s 
columns the following Sunday. 

The whole matter was exploited in the 
columns of THE TRIBUNE, not as any ma- 
tured plan, as intimated by the Minneapolis 
writer, as there never has been anything of 
the kind, but simply as a matter of news. 
The semi-confidential manner in which Mr, 
Montgomery received his news was a per- 
sonal letter from Mr. E. P. Martin, chairman 
of the Tournament committee of the Chicago 
Whist association. This letter was not sent 
to Mr. Montgomery, however, until Mr. B. L, 
Richards, President of the American Whist 
league, and Mr. Theodore Schwarz, ex-Pres- 
ident of the league and one of its founders, 
had been fully acquainted with all there was 
to know concerning the matter. It may not 
be amiss to say that possibly our Northwest- 
ern friends can trust the Interests of the 
league in such hands as those of Messrs. 
Richards and Schwarz, and that both of 
those men are unqualifiedly in favor of the 
carnival and are giving it their earnest sup- 
port. 

The most cordial relations and good feeling 
have always existed between the whist 
players of Minneapolis and St. Paul and Chi- 
cago, and w@ refuse to believe that the 
Times’ article in question expresses the feel- 
ing of the players of that section toward 
their Chicago brethren.

MIDGLEY AND EASTMAN HERE. 


Return from Mexico with Concession to 
Build Road Through One of Rich- 


est Regions Known. 


J. W. Midgley and Albert Fastman of this 
city arrived yesserday bringing 
witA them the comcession from the Mexican 
government authorizing the contruction of 
a railroad from San Lucretia to Campeche, 
and they will proceed immediately to get 
papers of incorporation for the construc- 
tion company. The company will be incor- 
porated in America. American capitalists 
are behind the movement, said Mr. East- 
man, but at present he preferred not to 
divulge their names. 

The country to be tapped by the road is 
pronounced by Sir Weetman Pearson, now 
in Central America reconstructing the Te- 


the face of the globe. The line will be 1,000 
miles long, and will form a connecting link 
between the port of Campeche and the City 
of Mexico, travel between those points now 
being done by steamer across the Gulf of 
Campeche. The road will run through 
States producing sugar, cocoa, coffee, rub- 
ber, vanilla, tobacco, fruits, and abounding 
in forests of rosewood, mahogany, ebony, 
cedar, chicle, logwood, and dye woods. These 
products are now shipped in the most prim- 
itive way. 

With the construction of the rallroad, says 
Mr. Midgley, fruits and other products of 
the fertile soll of the States of Central 
America can be shipped to Chicago cheaper 
than they are now brought from California. 
Branches will be constructed tapping Gua- 
temala and British Honduras. 

* The general impression of this country,” 
said Mr. Midgley, “‘is that it is uncomfort- 
ably hot, and people will be surprised to 
learn that physicians are now there estab- 
lishing sanitariums and health resorts. The 
extreme temperatures are 55 to 90. While 
fifty miles from the gulf the land is low, 
it rises further inland to heights of 8,000 
feet. The days, of course, are hot, but at 
night a blanket is often comfortable. The 
average rainfall is 180 inches. The people 
are all prosperous, many a poor looking 
Central American, dressed in white cotton 
cloth, and looking to be worth not more 
than a few dollars, being worth in fact from 
$100,000 to $200,000.”’ 

Yucatan, says Mr. Midgley, is more pros- 
perous and independent than Mexico. 


HE NEEDED NO | CORKSCREW. 


Kentucky Colonel Could Open Bottles 
with Two Knives or Nothing 
at All.

The talk turned on the opening of bottles 
without tHe aid of a corkscrew and 
fréshest man in the party called for two 
penknives and a bottle with a cork tight in.

Everybody dodged and protested that he’d 
smash the bottle. The Colonel did not 
heed the protests, but again drove the bottle 
bottom first against the wall. There was a 
little snap that sounded like the cracking 
of the glass and that brought out more 
protests. The Colonel grinned and offered 
to bet the drinks that he’d pull the cork 
without breaking the bottle. The bet was 
taken. The Colonel drove the bottle solidly 
back again and then a fourth and’a fifth 
time. At the fifth drive the cork flew clear 
across the room. The Colonel upended the 
bottle quickly.

FAVOR MUNICIPAL ICE PLANT. 


Chicago Women Discuss the Project 
Now Being Agitated in New 
York City. 


Chicago women think the scheme for the 
establishment of a municipal ice plant being 
agitated in New York would work well here. 
Such a plant, if properly managed, would 
be the means of preventing much suffering 
among the poor of the city. 

“The idea is an excellent one,” sald Dr. 
Sarah Hackett Stevenson yesterday. “ Dur- 
ing the summer months I think that many 
lives would be saved) if the poor were able 
to get pure ice. Doctors and nurses would 
know where pure ice could be had. The city 
would have to manufacture the ice that 
would be used for cooling drinks, but other 
ice could be cut in winter at a small cost. 
The success of the plan would pre upon 
the honesty of the officials. It is only right 
that the city should provide the poor with 
ice of a good quality. At present it gives 
them miserable water, and I think should be 
held responsible for all cases of typhoid 
fever caused by impure water.” 

Other Chicago women expressed practical- 
ly the same opinions.

Operation May Not Be N —Con- 
sultation of Physicians Will De- 
termine the Point Today. 


Governor Tanner remained ifn his apart- 
ments at the Great Northern Hotel yester- 
day, only leaving for a drive late in the 
afternoon.

He came here 
in accordance with the decision arrived at 
on the occasion of his last visit. It then was 
decided to subject him toa certain treatment 
which, it was thought, might obviate the 
necessity of an operation. The treatment is 
thought to have been successful, but this 
will be determined at a consultation of his 
physicians today if Dr. Senn returns. The 
Governor's immediate attendants are of the 
opinion an operation will not be necessary.

Firth, whose “ Oliver Cromwell and the 
Rule of the Puritans in England” Messrs. 
Putnam's Sons will publish in their Heroes 
of the Nation series immediately. Seven 
years ago Messrs. Putnam wrote to Profes- 
sor Gardiner to see if he would write this 
volume in their Heroes series, but he was too 
busy on his own work to accept the proposi- 
tion. In his answer to the publishers he 
knew 1 them to get: Mr. Firth, who he said 


knew more about the subject than any living 
man. Messrs. Putnam acted upon this ad- 
‘vice. but Mr. Firth was so occupied with 
@pecial work on the same period that he, too, 
lwas obliged to decline the offer, for that 
time at least. He said that it would be sev- 
eral years before he could undertake the 
{biography and tried to turn the attention of 
ithe publishers to some Jess occupied his- 
torian. They were not to be discouraged in 
‘that way and said that they would wait, and 
they waited. Now they have their reward, 
‘for Mr. Firth has written a book that is 
yhound to be the standard for many years 
to come. It is not so elaborate as Mr. Mor- 
lley’s, but it is authoritative and settles a 
mumber of questions that have been under 
discussion among historians for generations. 
. Mr. Firth has been particularly fortunate 
in the matter of maps, or battle plans, which 
have been drawn especially for this volume, 
and in two cases differ considerably from 
those generally accepted as correct. 

Mr. Firth has not the dashing style of the 
Colonel of the Rough Riders, the stateliness 
of Morley, nor the fascinating touch of Gar- 
diner, but he has a most convincing as well 
as entertaining manner. Any one who loves 
history will enjoy this book. and even those 
who are in the habit of taking their history 
in the guise of fiction will not find Mr., Firth 


dry. 

We are in the habit of thinking that Crom- 
well was a Jeffersonian in the simplicity of 
his life. and yet as Protector his salary, al- 
lowance, or whatever it was called, amount- 
ed to the handsome sum of $500.000 a year. 


To be sure, he gave much in charity, but 


then, so do all monarchs. His dress from 
extreme simplicity became almost gorgeous, 
and his manner of living was far from frugal, 
notwithstanding his wife’s natural thrift, 
which sha could not shake off. The weddings 
of the Protector’s daughters were so fine 
that the Puritans were scandalized; which 
“nly shows that even a man of Cromwell's 
iron prineiples was influenced by the glitter 
Cromwell’s Character. 


‘Mr. Firth prints an epilogue to his biog- 
raphy, in which he sums up the character of 
the Protector and his influence on the his- 
tory of England. He does not think Croin- 
well efther a Cesar or a Napoleon, but he 
flayed his part on a smaller stage with 
ability and distinction. That he should have 
been a victorious General and never learned 
the art of war astonishes those who read 
about him today as much as it did those who 


were his contemporaries and saw the won-. 


ders that he wrought: On this point Mr. 


Firth says: 

Cromwell's victories, however, were due to his 
own military genius even ‘more than to thé quality 
of his troops. The most remarkable thing in his 
military career is that it began so late. Most 
successful Generals have been trained to arms 
from their youth, but Cromwell was 43 years old 
before he heard a shot fired or set a squadron in 
the field. How was it, people often asked, that 
an untrained country gentleman beat soldiers 
who had learned their trade under the most 
famous Captains in Europe? The answer is that 
Cromwell had a natural aptitude for war, and 
that circumstances were singularly favorable to 
its rapid and full development. At the outset of 
the war he showed an energy, a resolution, anda 
judgmcnt which proved his possession of those 
qualities of intellect and character which war de- 
mands of leaders. The peculiar nature of the 
war, the absence of any general direction, and the 
disorganization of the parliame.:tary forces gave 


him free scope for the exercise of these qualities.” 


In the early part of the war each local leader 
fought for his own hand, and conducted a little 
campaign .of- his own. Subordinate officers pos- 
eessed a freedom of action which subordinates 
rarely get, and with independence and responsei- 
bility good men ripened fast... At first Cromwell 
Was matched against opponents as untraineff as 
himself, till by constant fighting he learned how to 
fight. In a happy phrase Marvell speaks of 
‘Cromwell's industrious valor."’ If he learned the 
lessons of war quicker than other men-it was be- 
cause he concentrated all his faculties on the 
task, let‘/no opportunity slip, and made every ex- 
perience fruitful. 
It svas as leader of cavalry that Cromwell 
earned his first laurels. In.attack he was sudden 
and irresietibly vigorous. Rupert he joved 
to lead. his c ng troops himeélf, but in the 
heat of battle he controlled them with a firm 
hand. ‘When the enemy immediately opposed to 
\him was broken he turned a vigilant eye on the 
battle, ready to throw his victorious squadrons 
Inte the scale, either to redress the balance or to 
complete the victory. At Marston Moor,’ as on 
many another field, he proved that he possessed 
that facuity of coming to a prompt and sure con- 
Clusion in eudden emergencies” which Napier 
‘terms “ the sure mark of a master spirit in war.'’ 
When the fate of the battle was once decided he 
launched forth his swordsmen in swift and un- 
eparing pursuit. ‘‘ We had the execution of them 
two or three miles *’ is the grim phrase in which 
he describes the conclusion of his fight at 
Grantham, and after Naseby Cromwell's éavalry 
pursued for twelve miles. 


His Virtues: 

. He threw to the winds the tactics of trained 
soldiers and worked out a plan of his own, 
which, as history proves, was eminently suc- 
cessful. 

On the interesting subject of Cromwell's 
Character Mr. Firth says: 

Cromwell's character has been the subject of 
Much controversy which has hardly yet died 
away. Most contemporaries jutiged him with 
great severity. To Royalists he seemed simply, 
as Clarendon said, brave, bad manh."’ Yet, 
while Clarendon condemned, he could not refrain 
from admiration, for though the usurper “ had 
all the wickedness against which damnation is 
pronounced, and for which hell fire is prepared, 
s0 he had some vittues which have caused the 
memory of some tegen all ages to be celebrated."' 
Though he was @ tyrant he was ‘‘ not a man of 
Dbicod,"* and he possessed not only ‘‘ a wonderfu! 
understanding in the natures and humors of 
men,” but also, “a great.spirit, an admirable 
circumspection and sagacity, and a most mag- 
nanimous -resobution.’’ 

The.Republicans regarded the Protector as a self- 
seeking apostate. ‘‘In all his changes,’’ said 
Ladiow, *hé designed nothing but .to advance 
himeelf.”” He sacrificed the public cause ‘fo 


with’ the state, a political millennium was at 
hand, “‘and the nation likely to attain in a short 
time that measure of happiness which human 
things are capable of, when by the ambition of 
one man the hopes’and expectations of all good 
were dissppointed.”’ 

The extracts that I have made from Mr. 
Wirth’s book bear out what I said of it at 
Sirat,.that it.is not dry.

Many of them also will appeal to 
art lovers as superb translations in line and 
mezzotint of the productions of great paint- 
ers. Their ‘subjects are for the most part 
Englishmen, although portraits of notable 
Americans and Frenchmen are included in 
the collection, Sir Joshua Reynolds, Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, Gainsborough, Raeburn, 
and other famous English painters have fur- 
nished the originals of these works, which 
are by Bartolozzi, Cousins, and other 
masters of line and mezzotint engraving. 


Among the most interesting of the collec- 
tion are the portraits of Thomas Burnet, 
Sir Thomas More, Walpole, Canning, Fox, 
Lord Camden, from Gainsborough's original 
engraved by Bartolozzi; Lord Sommers in

The recent exposures of auction sales of 
fake paintings in New York, Boston, Buf- 
falo, and other cities have stirred up the 
artists of Boston to a degree hitherto un- 
known, and, when at the regular business 
meeting of the Boston Art club Jast Satur- 
day night a statement was read by one of 
the members, a committee of five prominent 
artists was immediately appointed to report 
on the entire matter, and see what action 
could be taken to prevent such sales in Bos- 
ton, or at least to protect the picture-buying 
public from being defrauded. 

It is not unlikely that the matter will be 
brought to the atténtion of the next Legisia- 
ture. . 

These sales during the past season in Bos- 
ton have been fast and furious, and, judging 
from the number of old masters, and pic- 
tures especially by the artists of the Barbli- 
zon school, those men mfist have worked, as 
one artist puts it, overtime. There have 
been ah abundance of Jacques, Corots, 
Daubignys, and Diazs, to. say nothing of 
Murrillos, Romneys, Rembrandts, . and 
Fortunys. 

Three weeks ago a “ sale’’ was held by a 
New York man in a local auction-room. 
the catalogue it stated that it was the col- 
lection of the late Sarah M. Kimball of 
Cléveland, O. She was described as a great 
lover of art, who traveled extensively in 
Germany, Italy, and England, and. “ who 
made every effort to secure the firiést pic- 
Price to her was 
never an objection so long as she could ob- 
tain a masterpiece.” 

In this Kimball collection appeared a 
Fortuny, who died in 1874, entitled ** The 
Singing Chief,” which was. said to. have 
been etched by Ferris of Philadelphia, and 


. which was described in the catajogue of the 
“collectfon as “‘one of the 


best Works from 
the master’s brush.”’ | @B 
Boston‘ did not take te Mariano 
Fortuny’s ‘‘ Celebrated Singing Chief,’”’ and 
it. was not sold, but it turned up in Buffalo 
*the following week at the sale of the so- 
called Wilbur collection as a pottion of that 
estate,/and some of the experts of Buffalo 


' doubted the genuineness of the picture; 


hence the exposure of the fact at least, that 
it belonged to two different.“ estates " in as 
many weeks. 

When the auctioneer was seen about the 
matter he said that the picture was put up 
“for Salen his rooms with the Kimball! col- 
Teétion for’ $4,000; Dut there were no takers. 
It was said to be worth $30,000. He further 
said that he personally did not guarantee 
the pictures. 

One interesting sale of a ‘‘ Jacque” re- 
cently took place in Boston to a prominent 
historian’s wife. She bought it at &h auc- 
tion sale for $250—a ridiculous price for a 
Jacque, but she had an eye out for a bar- 
gain.. It was duly put up by the auctioneer 
for a Jacque and the artist's biography was 
read from the catalogue. The purchaser 
took her prize to a prominent art dealer and 
asked for an opinion as to its value. 'The 
art dealer expressed doubt as ‘to the gen- 
uineness of the picture. The result was that 
art dealers and experts in Boston and New 
York were consulted. They also pronounced 
the picture a fraud. Then the woman took 
it tO the auctioneer and demanded her money 
back. The auctioneer told her that he did 
not guarantee the painting and he could do 
nothing for h She placed the matter in 
the hands of a lawyer and the case was per- 
mitted to drag along until just before the 
trial, when the auctioneer decided to take 
back the picture; refand the money, and pay 
all legal and expert expenses. 

That case has become town talk—among 
the artists especially—and it served, among 
other things, to bring matters tothe present 
crisis-in Boston. 

Who makes these fake pictur 
do they come from? 

The artists claim that many of them come 
from abroad and are produced for the Amer- 
lean market in France and Germany. The 
fame of the Barbizon school especially is so 
great in America that copies ‘of. Millet. 
Jacque, Rousseau, Diaz, Daubignay, and 
others of that period find a ready market, 
largely, however, because of the manner in 
which the sales are effected. 

During one day’s sale of a “ collection ” of 
pictures recently held in Boston oyer $50,- 
000 worth of paintings were ostensibly sold, 
but in’ reality it is claimed that more than 
half of thém were not boiight by those who

attended the gale, and the balance—well, | 


just as like as“not they are a part of some 
‘estate ” by this time which Is being * set- 
tled in some other city. 

Artists claim that the present tariff law 
encourages this sort of thing and that if 
there were a specific duty, say, of $100, on all 
naintings it would tend to prohibit this im- 
portation of fakes. But, on the other hand. 
many claim that most.of these fraudulent 
paintings were never beyond the Brooklyn 
bridge. In fact, it has been found that 
Corot and Millet and some other famous 
French artists used American-made can- 
vass about seventy years ago, or at least 
they must have used it if they painted some 
of the pictures with which they are credited.

CURRENCY. 


Silver Dollars Used Instead 
- of Copper in Cape Nome 
Amalgamators. 


RUSH TO NEW CAMP. 


Influx of Miners Will Probably 
"Reduce Wages as Well as 
the Price of Living. 


HOW METAL IS FOUND. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—" Ca- 
bell Whitehead, the Chief Assayer 
of the Mint, who has just started 
for Cape Nome, will find plenty of 
things to interest him up there,” 

said Dr. F. C. Schrader, the government 
geologist, newly returned from that region. 
* For one oddity he will come across num- 
bers of. United States silver coins in circula- 
tion plated with gold, owing to the fact.that 
the pieces of white metal have been utilized 
ina peculiar way by the miners. Their cus- 
tomary method of separating gold from the 
sands of the beaches is to cover the bottom 
of the ‘ rocker’ with a small sheet of cop- 

er, which is painted with quicksilver. The 
atter has an affinity for the yellow stuff, 
seizing every particle that comes into con- 
tact with it. Until recently the supply of 


less than the demand, and the miners adopt- 
ed the scheme of using silver coins instead, 
‘applying the quicksilver to them. As 4 sub- 
gtitute they work perfectly, and I know one 
man who had his rocker-bottom tiled with 
sixty-four large round dollars, which, when 
dispensed with, retained a pbhating of gold 
amalgam. 

"When the gold has been caught upon 


“| the copper or silver with the help of the 


quicksilver, it is separated from the mercury 
by, heating, and this part of the business is 
accomplished by the miner with no other 
apparatus thanan ordinary frying pan. The 
quicksilver, being volatile, passes off and 
leaves in the pan a chunk of pure gold, which 
hag the form of a beautiful, porous, honey- 
-ecomblike cake, or else that of a reunded 
. beady mass, composed of grains, flakes, and 
coalesced particles of the precious metal. In 
this shape the gold is utilized as money in 
the vicinity of Cape Nome, and the trading 
companies are willing enough to accept it in 
payment for food supplies and other goods, 
reckoning it at a value of $16 an ounce. At 
this rate they make a considerable profit, in- 
asmuch as the stuff, which is purerthan the 
average gold of the Yukon district, is really 
worth $18 or $19 an ounce. 


Character of Mineral. 

‘“‘The gold obtained from the beach at Cape 
Nome is in fine particles, varying in size from 
a pinhead to mere dust. ‘ Flour gold’ the 
dust is called, and undoubtedly a good deal 
of it is lost on account of the crudeness of the 
apparatus and methods employed for sep- 
arating it from the sand. Small nuggets 
worth about $1.50 apiece at a maximum do 
occasionally turn up. Of course, the beach 
gold has been reduced to powder by the in- 
cessant grinding of the surf, and because of 
the same friction it is remarkably bright 
and pure, resembling fresh brass filings in 
appearance. On the other hand, the nuggets 
dug out of the creeks and gulches in that 
neighborhood are dull,,like tarnished brass, 
These nuggets. as a rule, are rounded and 
smoothly polished by attrition with the grav- 
els of the streams which have torn them 
away from the rocks, and often small bits 
of quartz are found attached to them, as if 
to prove the theory of their derivation. 

‘The coarser gold is confined to the creek 
and gulch diggings, the nuggets varying in 
size from a pinhead to several ounces. Two 
nuggets, weighing twenty and twenty-five 
ounces respectively, and worth $300 and $400, 


while lumps half an ounce or an ounce in 

weight are not rare. Much of the guich gold 

comes in fragments about as big as No. 3 

shot. Although the yellaw stuff at Cape 

| Nome ts all of it derived from rocks not far 
away, nobody knows as yet just where it 
comes from. Quartz veins are hard to find in 
that region on account of the thick moss that 
covers most of the country. 

“During century ufter century the streams 
have worn away the rocks and carried their 
débris of gravel arid gold toward the sea. 
Some of the gold was deposited in the creeks 
and guiches, while some was laid down in the 
sands along the shore. . The bluff that runs 
all. alon® -tthe-shore is composed of such 

_débris, and now.the waves of the ocean are 
attacking it, cutting it away piecemeal. As 
the land is eatén away the material is car- 
ried seaward by the undertow, leaying the 
gold on the strand, Being heavy the gold 
works it way downward into the loose sand 
near the water line, and thus accumulates, 
being prevented from sinking deep by a layer 
of stiff blue clay whith underlies the beach. 


Producing Ground. 


“The gold bearing beach area at Cape 
Nome is a strip of fine gravel and sand, 
100 to 150 yards wide, and extending from 
| the water line to the bluff. It runs along 
the shore for at least fifteen miles, and the 
presumption is that it crops out in other 
localities, though this remains to be ascer- 
tained. The apparatus employed by the 
miners is simply the familiar hand-rocker. 
Each man selects a patch ten or fifteen 
feet square and sinks a prospect hole down 
to the blue clay, which is usually found 
rat a depth of from two to five feet. As 
he digs he prospects each layer of sand 
or gravel by panning it, and, when a pay 
streak is found, he strips off the overlying 
stuff and sets to work with his rocker. 
Sometimes all of: the gold will ‘lie directly 
upon the surface of the clay, while in other 
cases several inches of the sand just above 
the clay will be rich in the metal. 

“Most of the miners believe that the sole 
is thrown up by the waves and constantly 
renewed—an impression that is not shared 
by the geological: observer. The gold is 
not evenly distributed over the stratum of 
clay, but occurs in patches. It fs obvious 
that plenty of it exists in that part of the 
beach which is under water, inasmuch as 
some -profitable results have been obtained 
by dredging off shore. Some of the precious 
metal is caught on blankets, from- which it 
it collected by -removing the blanket from 
the rocker and rinsing it in a bucket of 
water. Much of the beach material consists 
of black magnetic sand, which is in reality 
magnetic iron ore, and before long it is 
possible that large electrified magnets may 
be employed to separate this stuff from the 
gold which it contains. 

‘One of the first persons to engage in 
beach digging was an old prospector named 
John Hummel, who was suffering so 
severely from scurvy that he could not 
labor in the guiches. With no appliance 
Save a rocker he took out $1,200 worth of 
gold in twenty days. Presently there was 
a frautic rush, every man in the meighbor- 
hood of Cape Nome dropping his ordinary 
eceupation and going to work with shovel 
and rocker, while wages for guich miners 
went up to $11 a day. One reason for the 
attractiveness of the beach diggings is that 
they may be attacked without capital or 
apparatus, beyond the rocker and shovel 
- aforementioned. Added to thixsadvantage is 
the popular impression that the heach offers 
an inexhaustible supply of the yellow metal, 
the deposits being constantly renewed by 
the surf. Last autumn~ $1,000,000 was taken 
out of the beach, and when frost put a stop 
to operations a rampart of newly-iug 
gravel extended along the shore for miles, 
giving it the appearance of being fortified 
to repel invasion. 

‘Most. peoplé have a rather indefinite 
jdea as to the location of Cape Nome, which 
is in northwest Alaska, near the entrance 
to Norton Sound, an arm of the Bering Séa. 
It was discovered by Captain Cook -more 
than a century ago. and as.he skirted the 
shores in that+region he mapped them. 
Last winter 2,500 people wintered at the 
Cape, but this summer the population will 
be 30,000 or, perhaps, 40,000, Already there 
has been an enormous influx. Several 
thousand miners and prospectors spent the 
winter at various camps along the coast, on 
their way to the new gold.region, and many 
came down the Yukon or the ice. During 
the coming season the labor market at the 
Cape will be so well suppljed that wares 


ik and likely to come down with a rush.’

_ His First Chicago Residence.

The young minister 
held many services in Mr. Bryan’s house at 
Elmhurst, and later, when he weut among 
the Indians of the Northwest as a mission- 
ary, Mr. Bryan was one of his leading sup- 
porters in that work. The venerable Bishop 
Whipple, in his recent autobiographical 
work, speaks with gratitude of the aid given 
him by Mr. Bryan and other Chicagoans of 
the early days.

Was Born in Virginia. 


Thomas Barbour Bryan was born on 
Dec. 22, 1828, in Alexandria, Va., and is, 
therefore, in his seventy-second year. He ap- 
pears much younger and is still actively 
engaged in business enterprises. His father 
was Daniel Bryan, a prominent man in 
Virginia in his day, and who represented 
his district In the State Senate and held 
other public offices. His mother’s brothers, 
James and Philip Barbour, held high of- 
fices in the State and the nation, one or the 
other being successively United States 
Senator, United States Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, Minister to England, and Secretary of 
War. 

Mr. Bryan in his courtliness and grace of 
manner, his quick but kindly wit, his elo- 
quence, and wWersatility, is a type of that 
school: of polished and cultured men for 
which the Old Dominion State is noted. 

Barly in life Mr. Bryan was married to 
Miss Jennie B. Page, the daughter of an 
Episcopal clergyman. To them two chil- 
dren were born, Charles Page Bryan, now 
United States Minister to Brazil, and Jen- 
nie B. Bryan, the amateur artist, whose por- 
traits are in several art collections in this 
country and in the Union League club in 
Chicago. 

At his home in Elmhurst, which he calls 
“ Byrd's Nest,” Mr. Bryan. has been the 
host of many distinguished guests. Among 
them have been practically all of the titled 
foreigners and members of royal families 
of various lands who visited the World's 
Fair. 

Mr. Bryan for many years was attorney 
for the estate of the elder President Har- 
‘rison, and his acqaintance with the em- 
inent men of America has been anc is ex- 
tensive. 


Emancipation Proclamation. 

There are still to be found copies in pos- 
session of the older residents of Chicago, 
_and one also on the wall of the Union League 
club, of a facsimile reproduction of the first 
draft.of the emancipation proclamation, 
which were sold in large numbers during the 
sanitary fair to add to the unionjelief funds. 
President Lincoln, to show his approval of 
the work of the fair, sent the original docu- 
‘ment here to be'exhibited, and it was one of 
the leading attractions ‘of the fair. Mr. 
Bryan and others caused a lithograph of the 
document to be made, showing the quaint 
handwriting of’ the great emancipator and 
his many erasures and interlineations. 
Thousands of. copies of the facsimile were 
sold at $1 each. Mr. Bryan himself pur- 
‘chased for $3,000 the original document, 
which was the first draft of the proclama- 
‘tion, and: gave it to the Soldiers’ Home. 


- Letter from the Pope. 
to distin- 

ish Mr. Bryan from all other men was that 
oe securing direct audience with the Pope 
when he went to Rome in the interest of the 
World’s Fair,. and especially the fact that 
he, a non-Catholic, received a letter difect- 
ly from the Pope and without the intermedi- 
ation of a Cardinal or other prelate. This 
letter was translated into many languages 
and published broadcast throughout Europe. 
It expressed. approval of the World's Fair 
project. and a strong desire that it should 
receive aid and encouragement from all 
nations. 

When Mr. Bryan returned from his tour 
abroad as special commissioner-at-large for 
the Exposition, the press and people of the 
‘United States joined tn complimenting him 
for the success of his mission. THE TRIBUNE 
at that time said: 

.Thomas B. Bryan in: his visit to Europe has 
promoted the interests of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. as no other man possibly could have 
done, and in his private capacity as a citizen and 
@ man he has everywhere reflected the highest 
credit on Chicago—which is exactly what Chi- 
cago expected him to do. 


Mr. Bryan. was also the moving spirit in a 
committee that went before the State Leg- 
islature. of I}inois and successfuly sought 
to have’passed a bill autherizing Chicago to 
issue bonds of $5,000,000 to raise money for 
the Exposition project. 

This suggests -only part of the work. Mr. 
Bryan accomplished for the World’s Fair 
after the project was under way. Aside from 
this it should be said that he was one of the 
earliest advocates of the plan to hold the 
Fair. On Aug. 1, 1889, resolutions which he 
had written were offered by him at the first 
meeting of Chicago citizens held to discuss 
the subject. The meeting was held in the 
Council. chamber, and proposed the Fair 
practically on the hnes along which it was 
carried out. 

In arguing for the location of the Fair in 
Chicago before the United States Senate 
committee Mr. Bryan was pitted against 
Chauncey Depew, who spoke im behalf of 
New York and argued against the feasibility 
of holding a great international exposition 
in. a: city 1,000 miles inland. 

Was Once Wealthy. 
In the early years of his residence here 
Mr. Bryan bought many pieces of down-town

Millions of 
dollars were saved from flames in its vaults, 
and immediately after the fire the bankers 
of the city. added millions to its treasure 
stores for security from thieves who rav- 
aged thé fire-swept district.

Originator of World’s Fair Plan. | 

Though Mr. Bryan generally has been 
credited with originating the idea of holding 
a World’s Fair in Chicago, he disclaims that 
honor. The originator of the plan, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bryan, was J. W. Scott, then a 
newspaper publisher, and since dead. He pro- 
posed the scheme first to the Mayor, De Witt 


‘these two selected a committee to. wait upon 
_ Mr. Bryan and seek his aid for the under- 
taking, which Mr. Bryan readily gave. The 
mass-meeting in the Council chamber on 
Aug. 1, 1889, was’ the next step. Mr. Bryan 
introduced the first resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted, and which inaugu- 
rated the enterprise. - 


Soldiers’ Home. 

. The Soldiers’ Home, of which Mr. Bryan 
has been President ever since it was found- 
ed except when he has been abroad, is a 
unique charity and one of which few Chi- 
cagoans know. It.supports no institution, 
as its name might suggest, but for thirty- 
eight years has contributed to the support 
of disabled Illinois soldiers living in Chica- 
g0, and to the maintenance of their families. 
It was organized through the efforts of wom- 
en, Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, Mrs. Hoge, and 
Mrs. Myra Bradwell, among the number, 
and among its early supporters were Judge 
Bradwell, General White, Governor Bever- 
idge, and Mr. Bryan. The Soldiers’ Home 
now has $160,000 in its treasury and dis- 
penses $750 monthly in charity in Chicago. 


Introduced General Grant. 


When General Grant came to Chicago in 
1865, soon after the close of the civil war, 
it was Mr. Bryan who introduced him toa 
vast throng of Chicago people gathered in 
the temporary structure in Dearborn Park, 
now the site of the Library Building, where 
the great sanitary fair was held. When 
General Grant’ reached the hall the crowd 
surged toward him and filled the aisle 
marked off by posts and ropes through 
which it had been planned that he should 
pass to the platform. 

“Here is a ¢hance for your leadership, 
General,” said Mr. Bryan. ‘‘ What are we 
going to do.” | 

“©, it’s not so hard,” replied General 
Grant, unperturbed. 

Then, after looking for a time at the Im- 
penetrable mass of humanity that blocked 
the passage to the platform, General Grant, 
leading the local committee, edged his way 
along the wall t#ll he reached the booths at 
the side of the building, and made his way to 
the platform by climbing over chairs and 
booth partitions. 

As soon as Grant was on the platform the 
crowd began calling on him for a speech. 
When it became apparent that he would not 
talk, for he sat unmoved and expression- 
less as a statue throughout the noisy dem- 
onstration of welcome and applause, some 
one shouted to the chairman: ‘“ If General 
Grant won’t make a speech, ask him to make 
Gen-ral Sherman talk to us.”’ 


his life. He said to the chairman and tothe 
audience: 

“IT have made it my unalterable rule never 
to ask.a subordinate to do anything which I 
would not do myself.”’ 


‘His Life at Elmhurst. 


Perhaps more may be learned of the per- 
gonality of Mr, Bryan from his home life 
than from anything else. His home, named 
** Byrd’s Nest,”” because his wife’s name be- 
fore marriage was Jenni2 Byrd Page, is sur- 
rounded with thousands of trees, every one 
of which Mr. Bryan planted himself, thus 
transforming a bare prairie into an attrac- 
tive grove. There Mr. Bryan has given great 
attention to the care of a gardén, to the rais- 
ing of bees,. and to scientific experiments in 
the cultivation of various kinds of trees. 

Many years ago, when Mr. Bryan's grove, 
however, already had attained good growth, 
a pair of herons, of the short-legged variety, 
built a nest in one of the elms of Elmhurst. 
The children of the neighborhood began to 
torment the birds, and for weeks Mr. Bryan 
made it his practice to stay at home in the 
morning till the children had gone to school 
and to leave the city in the afternoon early 
enough to get home before the children were 
out of school. Thus he guarded the birds. 
They raised a brood, and the next spring re- 
turned. The original brood has multiplied 
and the colony has made its home in the 
grove of Elmhurst ever since, flying five and 
six miles to Salt Creek and the Desplaines 
River for fish. There are hundreds of the 
herons now, and they leave every fall for the 
South, only to return as soon as the changing 
season makes the North a fit place for them. 


As a Patron of Art. 


Mr. Bryan throughout his busy life has 
been a patron of art and a great reader 
and student. He at one time owned the 
‘complete collection of portraits of Presi- 
dents of the United States, most of them 
painted from life by George P. A. Healy, 
which is now owned by the Corcoran Art 
Gallery in Washington, and which Mr. 
Bryan collected. His children still own at 
his Elmhurst residence portraits of Edward 
Everett, Longfellow, Webster, Clay, Cal- 
houn, and others, all of them painted from

Take: Bryan is noted as a gifted after-din- 
ner speaker and orator. He is fond of 
HereWwith -are given a brace of 
Mr. Bryan’s own epigrams, which will ap- 
pear in @ compilation of gleanings from his 
writings. readings, and experiences, which 
his daughter soon will publish.

N January, 1899, General John Eaton, formerly 
United States Commissioner of Education, was called 
to Porto Rico by General Guy V. Henry to reor- 
ganize the schoolsystem of the island. He found 
that few changes had been made subsequent ;to the 
American occupation, and that the schools were in 
a worse state than ever, due to the fact that even 
the imperfect inspec tion formerly the custom had 
altogether ceased, and that during the unsettled 
condition contemporaneous with and following the 

war many schools had been closed, many teachers 

had been left without salaries, and where new ap- 

, pointments had been made, positions had fallen al- 

most in all instances to political favorites. General Eaton spent four 

months of arduous labor in investigating conditions, and as a result of 
these investigations recommended to General Henry a revised code of 
school laws, permitting the organization of the islands into districts, abol- 
ishing the proprietary rights of teachers (similar to the livings in the 

English Church), established a school year of nine months of twelve weeks 
of five school days each, and prescribed a course of study similar to that 

followed in American schools. These laws went into effect by general 

order July 1, 1899. General Eaton also divided the island into sixteen 
districts of about thirty-five schools each, which were placed in the hands 


- of English supervisors, whose duty it was to give instruction in English to 


teachers and to inspect the schools. 


A number of English readers were also distributed among the schools 


of the island, and a beginning of English instruction was made wherever 
possible. Through the courtesy of Lafayette G. A. R. Post, New York 
City, American flags were also provided for nearly every public school in

The Philippines have plenty to offer us in return for our exports, but ‘the 
inhabitants, accustomed to the inactivity due to the climate and the op- 
Pression of the Spanish government, have lost the power of taking the 
initiative. They also lack the capital necessary to develop the resources of 
their islands. We must supply this and other needs before we can begin 
to expect the great results which will unquestionably follow, if the condi- 
tions I have mentioned are fulfilled. | 
Among the products which the Philippines will, in all probability, be 
able to export with gratifying success in a comparatively short time are 
Sugar and tobacco. Sugar can be grown on nearly all of the islands forming 
the archipelago of which the Philippines constitute the major part, but the 
process of manufacturing it is of the most primitive kind. In place of be- 
ing ground between cylinders of steel the sugar cane is placed between 
Simple stone cylinders, which are revolved by buffaloes in the time-hon- 
Ored fashion. The drying process is carried out in an equally primitive 
Manner. The rays of the sun are allowed to accomplish in a leisurely way 
the results obtained in the ordinary Ambrican sugar mill in a fraction of 
the time, through the medium of artificial heat. If the United States ever 
Stands in need of imported sugar the necessary supply can be obtained from 
the Philippi=es, provided the modern process of manufacturing itis em- 
Ployed and a-equate transportation facilities are furnished.

They adve been in daily association with 
him. The new order of things separates. They have become part of a vast 
industrial army, with no hopes and no aspirations—a daily task to perform 
and no personal interest and no pride in the suecess of their work. Their 
personal identity is lost. There is no real advance for them. A select few 
may become heads of trusts, but such opportunities will be rare indeed. 
They will be entirely useless as incentives to the ambition of the army 
employed by the trusts. As a result of the ceaseless and heartless grind 
of the trusts in the almost insane desire to control trade ambition and 


Porto Rico. A private association of American and Porto Rican ladies 
at Ponce established last March an American school at that city under 
the charge of four lady teachers from the States. 

In May, 1899, General Eaton was obliged to give up his work in Porto 
Rico on account of ill health, and the direction of educational affairs be- 
came the charge of his assistant, who is the writer of the present article. 
In July, 1899, upon the recommendation of the Director of Public In- 
struction an insular Board of Education was formed, composed of Amer- 
icans and Porto Ricans, with duties somewhat similar to those of the Board 
of Regents of the State of New York. The former Director of Public 
Instruction became President of this board, with administrative fanctions 
more extensive than are usualin the States. In fact, this office combined 


falling upon country and city Superintendents and local boards. 

The schools opened under the school laws enacted by General Henry 
upon General Haton’s recommendation in October of last year. Teachers 
have been relicensed, and teachers’ examinations have been given through- 
out the island at the head of the sixteen supervising districts. The pow- 
ers of the supervisors have been extended; schoolhouses have been sep- 
arated from residences, and, though there are no special buildings yet 
provided, wherever possible the schools of the different towns have been 
grouped together in the same building, and a rudimentary system of grad- 
ing started. One American teacher has been employed for every town'‘of 
the island, who teaches a model grade one session of the school day, and 
gives instructions in English in the other grades the other session. The 
rural schools have been opened to girls. The school accommodations of 
the island provide this year for about 32,000 pupils, instead of 24,000, as 
last year. Nearly 100,000 modern text books and charts published by Amer- 
ican houses in Spanish and English have been purchased by the insular 


two articles of commerce at short notice, and here she must come for them. 
Before the Spanish-American war Cuba was a source of independent sup- 
ply. 

The people of this country do not fully realize the value of Cuba as yet.. 
Just before the outbreak of war with Spain one American steel company 
alone had placed an order for sixty-six thousand tons of steel rails in Cuba. 
But with Cuba and Porto Rico under the protection of the United States 
this country completely controls the coal and iron trade of the world. 

The people of Great Britain are not siow to learn as to what is best for 
their interests, and I think it is generally recognized across the water to- 
day that nothing must be permitted to bring about a clash between the two 
nations. 

There are able diplomats handling this canal question on both sides, 
and I lodék for a harmonious settlement of the fortification matter, and ina 
manner that will continue the friendship now existing between Englishmen 


and their American cousins. 


England, as I wrote afriendin London the other day, must not expect 
a daily offering of rich roses from her American friends. This country is 
quick to take offense, and Englishmen must expect to be cuffed about a bit 
before a harmonious understanding is reached as to the exact status of the 
friendship. But I always tell my friends abroad that the Americans at 


heart are all right and mean no harm to Great Britain, even if they do get 
excited now and then over trifling differences. °

The slave isthe former merchant and business-man, and the 
artisan and mechanic, who once cherished the hope that they might some 
time reach the happy position of independent ownership of a business, 

Commercial ‘feudalism is the logical outcome of the trust. The trust 
manager is the feudal.baron. These may perhaps be harsh characteriza- 
tions, but honesty to ourselves and loyalty to our country and its free in- 
stitutions compel us to face and recognize the situation, We cannot be 
true to our republic by ignoring these things. 

It is better to be forever poor but independent and happy as individuals 

‘than to lay the foundations for indystrial tryanny and slavery. Personal 

liberty is rather to be chosen than great riches. Equality of opportunity 
to all men is better than the control of the world’s trade. 

The effect of the trust upon our national life and citizenship will not be 
sudden perhaps. It will rather be a silent and gradual change. It may 


government for the island. A model training and high school, for which 
a special building is being erected, has been established at San Juan, with 
an enrollment of over 200. ‘This school is entirely under American teach- 
ers, uses English text books, and gives courses from the kindergarten 
through the college preparatory classes, fitting its students for admission to 
the higher institutions of the United States. The American school at Ponce 
has also come under the charge of the insular authorities, and a higher school 
has been added, so that this institution will be a sister school to the one in 
San Juan. Forty thousand dollars, one-half of which was raised by th> 
municipality, has been provided for the establishment of a normal, agri- 
cultural, and industrial school at Fajardo, somewhat similar to the Indian 
schools or Southern industrial schools in the United States in courses and 
organization. 

It is the desire of the educationa) authorities to emphasize industrial 
education in,connection with all the school work here. There is great dan- 
ger that the creation of a large half educated class accustomed to con- 
sider manual labor as a burden of the illiterate will lead in the future 
to social, political, and economic troubles in the island. 

General Davis has been a good friend to the cause of public education, 
Under his administration the share of public revenues devoted to instruc- 
tion has been more than doubled, and he has just issued an order estab- 


lishing a poll tax of $1 upon the property-holders and professional men — 


in the island for the public schools, In many other ways has he, as did 
his prédecessor, General Henry, manifest a deep and sincere interest in 
this all-important duty of the government to educate the people of the 
island and prepare them to be their own rulers. 

The great obstacles that educational administrators meet with here are 
financial and political. The question of school maintenance is a serious 
one, The entire local revenue of the island would not provide school ac-

mountain. There are fourteen locks at one point. 

Nearly fifty years ago I went over practically the same ground that this 
canal will cross in linking the Atlantic and the Pacific. I remember well 
the survey made by Lieutenant Strayne, back in the ’40s, and the sufferings 
of the men in crossing the isthmus. 

The Suez Canal will pay something like 300 on the investment, and I 
am convinced that the Nicaraguan Canal will prove an equally good in- 


vestment.

guan Canal England will take up the work of completing the old Panama — 


present principally to Germany and England, where it is utilized in the man- 
ufacture of soap. In Manila and other towns in the islands the oil extract- 
ed from coprax is used for lighting purposes. There might be some objec- 
tion to the importation of sugar from the Philippines into the United 
States, but there certainly could not be the shadow of a doubt as to the 
practicability and expediency of importing coprax. Although the trunk, 
leaves, fiber, and every other portion of the cocoanut tree have a commer- 
cial value in the Philippines and are made use of in manufacturing hand- 
kerchiefs and other useful articles, coprax takes the lead, because of the 
simplicity of its preparation for transportation, its durability, and the 
great number of uses to which it can be put. A profitable return is insured 
to the capitalist who engages in the planting of cocoanut trees. A profit 
of from 10 to 40 per cent is now being realized by those residents who 
have devoted their attention to this matter, even under the unfavorable con- 
ditions that obtain at present. All that is necessary after the planting has 
been accomplished is to make the proper commercial use of the tree and. 
fruit after the bearing period has been reached. The trees require no par- 
ticular care or watchfulness.

not be observed at once, but itsinfluence will be felt nevertheless, The 
warning with which the history of the decadence and downfall of other 
nations furnish us may not be heeded now.

gard to property rights, of course. I care more for the independence and 
manliness of the American citizen than for all the gold and silver in the 
world, It is better to cherish the happiness of the American home than ta 
control the commerce of the globe. -

commodations for all the children. of school age. But one-seventh of the 
latter are provided for at present. With the establishment of a Teritorial 
government and the withdrawal! of the customs revenues the question of 
school support will be more difficult of solution than even at present, The 
political and social obstacle to educational reforms arises partly from the 
fact that the governing class and taxpayers as a rule—though there are , 
many honorable exceptions—are indifferent to the education of the masses, 
and decidedly unwilling to make personal sacrifices or to tax themselves 
for this object. Though the insular government has voluntarily assumed 
the payment of teachers’ salaries this year, thus relieving the municipal 
government of the chief item of expense in connection with education, local 
councils immediately decreased their taxes for public instruction, and not 
one new school has been established through their voluntary efforts. It 
will take many years of agitation and education to impress the need of 
universal education upon the ruling class in this island. 

Still, under an enlightened government, progress is sure to be made, and 
more has been accomplished for the education of the people in Porto Rico 
during the last twelve months than probably had been effected during any 
decade of its previous history. , | 

The percentage of illiteracy was gradually decreased even under the 
Spanish rule.

American push and energy, yield extremely satisfactory returns. 

The lumber of the Philippines could be imported into the United States 
without fear of conflicting with the American interests engaged in this 
branch of industry. Some of thhe hardwood trees of the islands could be 
converted into lumber that would find a ready sale in this country. Of 
123 specimens of the mindinoro tree six have been found to have a greater 
specific gravity than water. The wood of the banava and malave trees is 
absolutely impervious to water, even after years of immersion. BWbony, 
cedar, ironwood, logwood, and bamboo are found in great abundance on the 
various islands. There are certain kinds of lumber that could be used to 
great advantage in the manufacture of furniture and for the interior finish 
of houses, sleeping cars, etc. : 

The lignite beds in the Philippines are located principally on the Is- 
lands of Cebu and Masbate. It is of exceptionally good quglity and av- 
erages on the islands named about 20,000 tons to the acre. It is a well- 
known fact that the Spanish sea Captains had the habit of drawing on 
their government for their coal allowance without using it for the purpose 
inten@ed. They would simply anchor off the Island of Masbate and have 
the sailors under their command replenish the bunkers with the lignite 
projecting from the beach. 

The fact should not be overlooked that iron, gold, copper, sulphur, and 
other minerals in unknown quantities form part of the mineral wealth of 
our new possessions, Gold is found principally on the Islands of Luzon,. 
Mindanao, and Mindoro. If we add coffee and silk, I think you wil) find 
that I have enumerated about all of the articles that would be exported to 
the United States and other parts of the world in return for goods of for- 
eign pecially American—manufacture. 

believe I have emphasized the great need of railways and other 
modes of transportation as an,important factor in the work of applying 
the “ open door” policy to the Philippine Islands. ‘The construction of rail- 
roads would be hailed by the native inhabitants, who are fond of traveling 
from one place to another in search of temporary amusement, as a godsend, 
I am almost inclined to believe that the natives would at first overlook the 
commercial advantages to be derived from railroad communication and good 
roads in their delight over the prospect of taking holiday journeys and the 
opportunity to spend their money in new and novel methods. The roads 
along the coast are, during a part of the year, in a fair state, but those con- 
necting the coast towns with the interior are often in a wretched condi- 
tion. The apparent necessity of constructing branches of railroads would 
lead to the introduction of all the tools and paraphernalia usually employed 
in American railroad building. The result would be that American hard« 
ware of every description would, within a comparatively short time, be 
on sale in the Philippines, The opening up of large tracts of territory 
suitable for agricultural pursuits will undoubtedly lead to the importation 
of American farming implements to take the place of the primitive plows, 
harrows, and other implements of a similar nature in use in the islands. 

A great deal of building would he done and American architects would 
find plenty of employment. Building materials of our manufacture could 
not be dispensed with and would make a handsome item in the list of 
exports to the Philippines. Fancy goods of every kind, as well as prepared 
foods, would furnish a profitable source of income to American merchants, 
as would also the exportation of wearing apparel of American mantle 
facture.

Years Ago; Had One ‘Rail. 
road and No Street Cars.

_ Most of those who have read the book, 
needs be country of the imag- 
w-pation.

born and bred’, who have a keener 
interest .In that romance by reason of their 
birth; te whom Brunswick, and Middle- 
brook, and Somerset Courthouse are famil- 
jar places, and who even will make a shrewd 
‘@Uess ts to the site of Greenwood, the seat 
of old*\Lambert Meredith, Few Northern 
towns have been more slow to change than 
the City of Brunswick—or rather New 
Srunswick—which, up to ten years ago, 
though boasting of 18,000 inhabitants and 
many factories, had but one raliroad, when 
only thirty miles from New York, and was 
yet unviolated by any street car whatsoever. 
Times were livelier in Middlesex. County in 
the days of '76. Brunswick, at the head of 
navigation on the Raritan, was the readiest 
and only inyariably safe means of entrance 
into central Jersey by the British in New 
York, who, with their fleet, could command, 
the water route inside of Staten Island. 

The roads about New Brunswick are still 
‘red with the famous “ red soil’ of New Jer- 
sey, but they are not so red'as they were 
that chill November day in 1776 when the 
march of the patriot army could be traced 
by bloody. faptprints in the snow. It is re- 
corded that when Washington saw the stains 
made..by the blood of William Lyon, a sol- 
dier of Middlesex, as he was marching over 
the frozén ground, he checked his horse—was 
It Blueskin?+-and said: “‘ My brave boy, you 


Teplied: *“‘There is no danger of 
| freezing while the blood runs.” 
' And after, when the continental army had 
retreated, the British overran the country 
from Elizgabethport to Princeton. On Sat- 
urday, Nov. 30, 1776, General Howe issued to 
all who would sign a declaration that they 
would in future be peaceable subjects of 
the King a proclamation of amnesty grant- 
ing them ‘a frée and full pardon for the 
past.”’ Readers of “Janice Meredith may 
remember the account in the twenty-seventh 
chapter of the evacuation of New Brunswick 
by Washington, the dexterous alteration of 
the signboard by the tavernkeeper from 
“Gen, George the Good,” to 
George the Good,’ the plight of the Mere- 
diths, who were taken by the redcoats before 
they had time to fly the hostelry, and the 
process of reveiving submissions and grant- 
ing pardons. 


Taking the Oath. 

A paragraph will recall! the circumstances 
to mind: 

“Helpless to move, the Merediths sat in 
their coach while an officer, accompanied by 
a file of soldiers and half a dozen drummers, 
took station. at the Town Hall. First a 
broadside was posted on the bulletin board, 
and the drums beat the ‘ parley’ long and 
loudly. Then the drummers and the file 
split into twp parties, and marching down 
the village street in opposite directions, the 
non-commissioned officers, to the beat of 
drums, shouted summons to all the popu- 
lation to assemble at the hall to take the 
oath of allegiance to ‘ King George the 
erhird, by the grace of God, of Britain, 
France, and Ireland, King, defender of the 
faith,’ and so forth.’’ 

It will be remembered that Joe Bagby and 
Squire Hernion were the first to avail them- 
selves of the proclamation. How true Mr. 
Ford's fiction {s to facts the account of 
William Dunlap. the American painter and 
man of letters, shows. On that Saturday, in 
November, 1776, as a boy, he was with his 
father, who had come up from Perth Amboy 
to make his submission, and he has left an 
account of that day in his chatty “ History 
of New York,” 

‘“*Some of the yeomanry,”’ he came 
in, as it was, and, according to the proclama- 
tion issued by the Howes, submitted and re- 
ceived paper protection; but most of the 
men retired and left their property to the 
mercy of the enemy. It was myhap, then 
a little boy, to be in a village on the route 
of the army, and I saw the process of plun- 
dering the houses in which old men, women, 
and children had been left in confidence that 
British magnanimity would shield them. 
The plunderers were Hessians, I suppose? 
Not one, on this occasion. They were British 
infantry; and General Grant was in a house 
of the little place (it was at Piscataway, two 
miles from Brunswick), receiving submis- 
sion and granting protections. It must have 
been a strange scene! It made an indelible 
impression upon me. Not far from me stood 
a female follower of the camp, having charge 
of a musket and guarding a pile of house- 
hold furniture, to which a soldier indus- 
triously added by bringing forth from the 
house, where the mistress and her children 
stood weeping at the door, every article he 
could find, from the table and looking-glass 
to the tongs and shovel. Pots, kettles, wom- 
en’s clothing, and feather beds were by the 
same industry transferred from the owners’ 
homes to various piles similarly protected, 
Here a soldier was seen issuing from a house 
armed with a frying-pan and a gridiron, 
and there a camp follower bearing a mirror 
in one hand and. a bottle In the other. 

‘““What could soldiers do with feather 
beds? They ‘ripped them open with their 
bayonets, strewed the road with their feath- 
ers, and their helpmates carefully preserved 
the ticking.”” He adds: *‘ On the day I wit- 
nessed this seene George Washington was 
posted at New Brunswick behind the Rari- 
tan: but the river was fordable and his force 
altogether inadequate to oppose Cornwallis 
at the head of 8,000 veterans."" Washington 
retreated to Princeton and the British en- 
tered the city, which they held for more than 
six months. — 

Old Rutgers’ Origin. 

The site of the British camp is now the 
campus of Rutgers College, then known as 
‘Queen's College. This inatitution owed its 
origin to the desire of the Dutch inhabitants 
of New Jersey to have “ a college in which 
the American youth might be regularly edu- 
cated after the manner and customs of the 
United Provinees.’’ This was an allusion to 
Holland, whose University of Leyden was 
the peer of any university of Europe. The 
college owed its origin to the energy of 
Theodore Frelinghuysen, who, inspired by 
the founding of King’s College, now Colum- 
bia University, in New York, in the dead of 
winter in 1755, rode on horseback from Al- 
bany to New Brunswick in order to found a 
rival college. Neither weather nor distance 
nor the difficulties of travel nor the opposi- 
tion he encountered daunted him. He con- 
verted the Dutch people of the Hudson, the 
Hackensack, the Passiac, and the Raritan, 
and on May 17, 1755, a little body of earnest 
men met and adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

‘“Tnasmuch as it is expedient to establish 
in these recently inhabited ends of the earth 
seminaries of true philosophy as well as of 
sound doctrine, that men may be imbued 
with the principles of human wisdom, virtue, 
and unostentatious piety; therefore, we do 
resolve in these present critical, times to 
strive with all our energy and in the fear of 
God to plant @ university or seminary for 
young men destined for study in the learned 
languages and in the liberal arts, and Who 
are to be instructed in the philosophical 
sciences; also that it may be a School of the 
prophets,’’ etc. 

The royal Governors, however, repeatedly 
refused their request, and the charter was 
not granted until 1766. 

The British burned the singie college build- 
ing, Which was the fruit of this charter, a 
fact commemorated in a college ballad: 

With British bees ahd Hessian flies 
- The towh was fairly swarming; 
“And as thdy couldn't catch the Yanks 
The college got the warning.

After the British occupation of New 
Brunswick, according to the issues of the 
|New Jersey Gazette, published at Trenton 
on May 13, 1778, and on Jan. 27, 1779, “ the 
business of Queen's. College” was then 
* carried on at the North Branch of Raritan, 
in the County of Somerset.” In the adver- 
tisment it is stated that— 
‘This neighborhood Is so far distant from 
‘headquarters that not any of the troops are 
stationed here; neither does the army in the 
least interfere with the business of the col- 
lege. The faculty also take the liberty to 
remind the public that the Representatives 
of this State have enacted a law by which 
students are exempted from military duty.” 
/~ when the révolution was over the college 
resumed its sessions at New Brunswick. 


Tory Outrages. 

‘How Washington crossed and reerossed 
the Delaware, fought the battle of Prince- 
ton, marched through Somerset, and went 
into winter quarters at Morristown in Jan- 
wary, 1777, is told in “Janice Meredith. 

The adventures of a forebear of a present 
resident of Chicago, whose ancestry, early 
life, and education are of New Jersey, ac- 
curately sustains Mr. Ford's imaginary ac- 
counts. On Jan. 19, 1777,a.troop of British 
horse, the Queen's Rangers, went up to 
Bound Brook and robbed Ennis Graham of 
the contents of a box which he had buried 
in his barn, securing thus a considerable 
booty of ‘ cash, plate, watches, and jewel- 
ry.” George Anderson heard the light 
horse pass his door in the middle of the 
night, but thought it wise to He still until 
morning. At daylight he went out Into the 
’ road in order to examine the tracks, and 
found a silver watch‘lying in the dust. It 
was evidently an Hnglish officer's watch. 
It had a small minute hand and a smaller 
hour hand. But the second hand was large, 
showing that it was. a. watch used for 
speeding horses. The case was a double 
one, an inner and an outer. Anderson, nat- 
urally, never made any effdrt to find the 
owner, and the watch is still in the posses- 
sion ef one of his descendants, and still 
capable of keeping good time. 

One of the orders issued By Howe de- 
clared ‘that ‘‘ all salted and meal provisions 
which may be judged to exceed the quan- 
tity nec ry for the subsistence of an 
ordinary fdmily shall be considered a maga- 
zine of the enemy, and seized for the King, 
and given to the troops, as a saving to the 
public. Thus, the wheat bins, pickling vats, 
and butter firkins of every Jersey farmer 
became contraband of war, the captor-being 
the judge of the proper quantity necessary 
for the subsistence of an ordinary family, 
Under this order the Tories were active. 
Among the households thus raided was that 
of Colonel David Schomp, living at Hol- 
land’s Brook, eighteen miles from New 
Brunswick. He was one of the colonial 
landholders who rode to hounds anc attenc- 
ed the then famous Long Island races. His 
wife was at home alone with her children 
when the. foraging party came, but she was 
equal to the situation. A neighbor, rushing 
to protect his own home, informed her of 
the Tories’ coming. At once she mounted 
one of two valuable stallions, galloped off 
into the woods, and tied him securely in a 
deep ravine. When she returned she had 
only-time to turn the other horse loose in 
the road, where the marauders tried vainly 
to catch him. When they sought to enter 
the house they found the plucky woman, 
pitchfork In hand, at her cellar door, guard- 
ing the meat barréls. Neither threats nor 
attempts to pass availed, and, being unwill- 
ing to kill her for mere food, the band at 
last retired. Perhaps she might not have 
fared so well if they had known that her 
husband was a Captain in the revolutionary 
army, though in after life he bore the militia 
| title of Colonel, David Schomp was per- 
sonally knewn to Washington, at whose re- 
quest he raised the company of scouts 
which he commanded. On one occasion at 
least Washington spent a night in his house. 
The wing in which he slept is still standing 
at ‘‘ The Brookye.”’ now Pleasant Run, N. J. 
The edifice is of shingle, fastened with 
wrought nails. While the great man was 
dining a little Dutch child named Van Viiet 
stole into the room to get a glance at him. 
Expecting to see a demigod, she was much 
disappointed, and exclaimed aloud in the 
local dialect: ‘‘ Hy ziet meerzo’s een andere 
kerel."*’ Washington, seeing that the allu- 
sion was to him, asked the meaning of her 
words. It was explained to him by the 
rather mild translation, ‘‘ He looks just like 
any other man,” to which he replied: “* Yes, 
my child, and a frailoneatthat.’’ The next 
morfiing. while pacing up and down the 
piazza waiting for his horse, a smaller child 
noticed the end of his scabbard dragging on 
the porch and ventured to take hold of it. 
Recetving a kindly smile, she clung fast to 
the sheath, and walked up and down behind 
him, “‘ playing horse.’’ These anecdotes of 
Washineton are perfectly well authenticated 
traditions of a Jersey family, and imparta 
delicate touch of realism to the character 
of the man whom Paul Leicester Ford has 
portrayed so successfully. 


Where Treason Thrived. 


on Mrs. Schomp were perpetrated by Tories. 
New Jersey was a hotbed of Toryism. The 
State was peculiarly Hable to disaffection 
because of its position between New York 
and Philadelphia, both. of them loyalist 
centers, and both of them held by the Brit- 
ish. Even before the declaration of inde- 
pendence the Legislature passed an act to 
prevent emigration of Tories from other 
States into New Jersey. Sussex and Mon- 
mouth Counties were especially hostile to 
the continental cause. Duer wrote to Jay 
in May, 1778: ‘In this State Toryism, or 
rather treason, stalks triumphant.”’ It was 
found impossible to prevent the inhabitants, 
ae readers of “‘ Janice Meredith "’ discovered, 
from trading with the enemy. The violence 
of British partisans, who were armed and 
associated, required a police act in June, 


large number of “ murders, robberies, and 
other daring felonious outrages per- 
petrated by sundry disaffected and desperate 
persons.’’ At Governor Livingston's sugges- 
tion justices of the peace were empowered 
to confine by summons or warrant any per- 
son suspected to be dangerous or disaffected 
and to tender to him the oath of allegiance 
set forth in the act for the security of the 
government of the State. An act of Sept. 
20, 1777, created a special council of safety. 
These acts remained on the statute books 
long after peace was made between the 
United States and Great Britain. The test 
act remained in force until November, 1788, 
and that to punish traitors and disaffected 
persons was not repealed until 1791.

As a partial eclipse the phenomenon will 
be visible from beginning to end all over 
North America and Central America, and 
over an upper slice of South America, as 
well as over the whole of Europe except 
southeastern Russia, and over the western 
part of Africa. 

With clear weather given as an indispen- 
sable prerequisite, the beginning of the par- 
tial eclipse will be visible first at sunrise 
about 100 miles inland-from the Pacific 
coast, along a line running parallel with the 
seaboard and cutting through Sacramento, 
Cal., while in the far East its beginning will 
be seen last just at sunset—quite unsatisfac-

Higher yet 
rises the mysterious ‘‘corona’’—a great 
crown or circle of streaks and bars radiating 
from the sun and composed of materials 
less dense—observed thus far only during a 
total eclipse. 

The ‘“ chromosphere,” or color-sphere, is 
so chilled because it is brilliantly scarlet. 
It resembles a sheet of flame issuing from 


of all natural phenomena. The portion of 
the “corona” nearest the sun is dazzlingly 
bright and of a pearly tint, contrasting finely 
with the scarlet “ prominences.”’ Itis.made 
up of filaments and rays that diverge radia}- 
ly, but are at the same time strangely 
curved and intertwined. It extends to a far 
greater elevation than even the “ promi- 
nences ” and seems to be not wholly gaseous, 
but to contain dust and fog of some sort, 
perhaps of meteoric origin. Many of the

EB wettest hours in Chicago are be- 
tween 8 and 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
according to Forecaster Cox of the 
Weather bureau. That is the greatest 

amount of rain falls in and about Chi- 
cago during those hours. The statement is 
based upon the readings of. precipitations 
cevering a period of twenty-nine years, rec- 
ord of which is kept at the signal station in 
the tower of the Auditorium. The rainy sea- 
son begins generally in April, becomes pro- 
nounced in May, and continues intermit- 
tently for several months. The heaviest 
rainfalls are generally caused and accom- 
panied by thunder showers. At about 8 
o'clock in the afternoon the heat reaches its 
maximum. In fact, the heat accumulates 
with the morning and early afternoon hours, 
comes in contact with waves of lower tem- 
perature, and produces thunder and conden- 
sation. The vapor then falls in the form of 
rain. This is the theory for these atmos- 
pheric disturbances and consequent rain- 
falls. Of course, many heavy rains fall in 
the night and early morning, but these are 
in less number and inches than those which 
fall between the hours mentioned. The

WHAT TO LOOK FOR. 

The luminous surface of the sun seen 
through a telescope is called the photo- 
sphere” by astronomers. It is probably a 
sheet of incandescent clouds formed by the 
condensation ef certain gaseous substances 
from the sun’s center into’ little drops and 
crystals. Over this luminous surface is a 
sort of envelope called the ‘‘ chromosphere,” 
and from the “ chromosphere” arise phe-

Science tells 
us that both the “‘ chromosphere” and the 
prominences composed of permanent 
gases, mainly hydrogen, helium, and cal- 


open spaces between the photospheric 
clouds, like flames playing over a coal fire. 
The ‘ prominences,”’ seen when the sun is 
fully hidden by the moon, appear as star- 
like objects, blazing like rubies around the 
edges of the moon’s disk, although belonging 
to the sun, In a telescope they look like 
fiery clouds of various forms and sizes. They 
are understood to be merely projections frem 
the ‘“‘ chromosphere,” or isolated clouds of 
incandescent gas.

the body of the sun, while the brighter 
planets and stars of the first three magni- 
tudes make their appearance. The sudden- 
ness with which the darkness pounces upon 
the observer is startling. The sun is so 
brilliant in even the small portion remain- 
ing visible up to within a few seconds of 
total ebscuration, and so dazzling that the 
eye is unprepared for the sudden transition 
to darkness. Yet in a. few moments the vis- 
ion adjusts itself, and then one finds that 
the darkness is not really total. If the com- 
plete obscuration is short the lower parts of 
the “corona” and “ chromosphere” give 
out a light at least three or four times as 
bright as that of the full moon. A great 
ameunt of light also is sent in from the sur- 
rounding air thirty or forty miles away,

‘The prairie fires were expected to warn 
off his approach; as the heliograph serves in 
“modern warfare, so did signa! fires serve our 
native races. The prisoners previously 
taken, somewhere en or near the Illinols 
River, and now held by the Foxes, cast long- 
ing eyes in the direction of the expected 
army coming from the Town of Kaskaskia, 
their new home. Their tribe, with others of 
the Illinois tribes, had been driven from this 
section, their long-time home, by the Foxes, 
who held them, They shared the hunger of 
their captors, Far down the stream, then 
known by the French as‘ Riviere du Roche,’ 
(River of the Rock), fishermen were perform- 
ing the double duty of supplying food as 
best they could and doing picket duty. 

‘Barly in 1780, the Foxes, driven from 
near the Mississippi River, were forced to 
halt and erect a fort here. This hill seemed 
to be a strategic point, and at the south end 
the defenses were at once made.

But for 
the “layman,” whom the suggestion of a 
geventeen mile walk on the bank of no 
matter how inviting a stream is sufficient 
to deter from attempting an excursion, there 
is needed some added inducement to the ef- 
fort. He will go a little way after spring 
i/flowers, a little farther to see an old log 
“house with a history; he will go farther yet 
, because some one is going and wants him to 
go, and he will go farthest of all a-fishing. 
Your true tramp will not go a foot farther 
for the opportunity to hang over tHe rail of 
a bridge, dangling a line into the stream 
below, or to sit for an hour on the bank of 
the stream holding a pole out over the wa- 
ter. Yet even for him fishing has an attrac- 
tion in that it offers a means of getting food. 
And to the true tramp, as well as to the 
fisherman, the opportunity of catching his 
dinner himself and cooking it in the open 
over a campfire adds a charm to a day’s 
idling that materially increases the pleas- 
ure of the day and of the memory of it. 
-» And, after all; memory is the greatest part 
of the pleasure we get from tramping as 


from other outings, and, indeed, from the 


incidents of daily life. One may walk all

‘Today as he journeys along that same road 
the smell of the woods at night comes back 
to him, and with it the memory of that noisy 
chorus. The blistered feet that made walk- 
ing almost impossible, the lameness and fa- 
tigue caused by a necessary tramp of 105 
miles in two successive days, are all for- 
gotten, and the pleasures of the trip and of 
the homecoming after it stand out brightly 
in memory. 

To recall thus the pleasures of a simple 
outing is delightful, but it is increased by 
every incident that makes our day more 
completely ome of “ Indian living.’”’ That 
is’one of the reasons why the waters of the 
upper Desplaines are so attractive, and why 
the tramp, who hates the railroad and will 
not stay a moment longer than necessary 
on the cars when the open country has been 
reached, is willing to put up with the long 
ride unavoidable in: reaching the stream at 
points. where the best fishing is to be had, 
when but a single day can be spent in the 
open. There are lots of fish in the upper 
Desplaines, too; wary, toothsome black bass 
that bite indifferently on the traditional an- 
gie worm or on more stylish bait. In the 
Teaches of the stream below Mill Creek and 
above Half Day there are many of them to 
be caught at this time of the year by the 
persistent. angler, and a few always for the 
pedestrian who has but an hour to spend 
in catching his dinner. 


Prident Precautions. 


It is well for the tramp, therefore, to have 
a stout line and sinker, a bobbin, and a few 
hooks in his pocket when he sets out early 
some morning on the trolley car to the 
north. He must take the Evanston line to 
that classic suburb, going out on a cable 
first to the limits. From Evanston he goes 


- North on the Chicago and, Milwaukee elec- 
_ tric to the end of that line at Waukegan. 


This run takes nearly three hours, but it 
lies through beautiful country and pretty 
suburbs and is a profitable journey. Across 
ravines, through woods, over hills, runs the 
trolley car, coming at last to Lake County 
and to Waukegd@n, its capital. 

.-Waukegan is much like a New England 
town, and more like the typical county seat 
shady 


highest eminence crowned by the court- 
house and the soldiers’ monument. It is a 
busy city, with a harbor which is drawing 
away much of Chicago’s commerce, but the 
tramp turns away from the harbor, past the 
courthouse, and, crossing the deep ravine 
which cuts through the city, follows the 
telegraph wires to a northwesterly road, 
which turns, a mile or so from town, straight 


‘to the west and comes,.three and a half 


miles away, to the Desplaines River at the 


"ttle Village of Gurnee. 


This section of the road is a broad, hard 


* gravel highway, forming a part of the Wau- 


kegan-Libertyville century cycling course. 
it is as good for the pedestrian as for the 
cyclist, running over hills loftier than any 


-to be found nearer Chicago. 


Gurnee is a straggling little village, where 


+ 


own dinner. One will fare better indeed to 
atop at- any farmhouse on the way. The 
road curves through .the village, and so 
comes over a long causeway to the bridge 
spanning the river. 


Pleasant Lounging Nooks. 

At this point the Desplaines is disappoint- 
ing. It is such a little river that the tramp 
will say in spite of himself: “Is this all I 
have come for?’’ and as he watches it wind- 
ing away through the bare meadow to the 
southeast he will yield to an inclination to 
abandon the river and will turn into the 
road to the left from the bridge and trudge 
away toward the south in a dudgeon. He 
will pass by excellent fishing in that same 
open section of the stream and will mount 
the hill and pass the surmounting farm- 
house, determined to keep straight on to the 
next village. But as he comes beyond the 
hill and catches a glimpse of the river where 
it is wood-bordered he will gradually slacken 
his pace and at last turn across a field and 
go to the streamside. The west bank of the 
stream, on which he is, Is almost clear of 
woods, but on the east bank are thickets 
and elmwoods and pleasant lounging nooks, 
and at the first opportunity, which comes 
at the bridge of the Warren road, two and 
a half miles from Gurnee, he will cross to 
that bank. 

It is remarkable in how short a stretch a 
river can double its size. Below the War- 
renton road the river is almost twice the 
size it is at Gurnee, without seeming to 
have lost in depth. All along this part of 
the river are prime places for fishing. One 
has only to find a shady, comfortable nook 
on a bank, affix his pocket tackle to a pole 
cut from a tree, and angle to his heart’s 
content or until there are on the- grass be- 
side enough of the eight-ounce bass to sat- 
isfy his appetite. 

The woods along this part of the Des- 
plaines do not compare in beauty or in size 
with those that remain further down the 
stream. But they ‘have many beauties of 
their own, one of which is their manner of 
meeting over the water. Broad-spreading 
willows, standing at the water's edge, send 
their shading branches almost to the oppo- 
site bank, where they meet and interlace 
with those of the elms. The path on the 
river brink is hillier than it is farther down 
the stream, and in the shrubbery that masks 
the banks are to be found many flowers 
that are strangers to the woods nearer Chi- 
cago. Squirrel corn, sometimes called 
Dutchman’s breeches, is plentiful now, car- 
peting the ground with pink and white. 
Bloodroots are just passing away, and rue 
anemone is taking its place. Dogtooth vio- 
lets, or “ adders’ tongue,” are plentiful, and 
there are many types of true violets to be 
found, intermingled with the trillilums, but- 
tercups, and cowslips. 

Visions of childhood and of the stories in 
the old reading books are brought up by the 
stepping stones used to cross the river in 
this neighborhood. They are large stones 
and the steps from stone to stone are long. 
The water bubbles and purls around them 
and a thorough wetting is promised to one 
who slips. But there is a temptation not to 
be resisted, to run across them and back 
again, just for the enjoyment of a new sen- 
sation. 

Below the stepping stones, a matter of a 
mile or more, one crosses over a bridge to 
the opposite bank of the stream and as- 
cends a hill road to the main thoroughfare 
for Libertyville, and turning to the left pur- 
sues his way along a fine hard road another 
mile into the village. 

The name of Libertyville is enough to at- 
tract a good American to the village, and 
the sight of the place is an‘invitation for 
him to stay. Perched on a high ridge, slop- 
ing away on one side to the Desplaines and 
on the other to Butler Lake, it is well shaded 
and well built. The houses are comforta- 
ble and substantial and. the ‘whole place 
prosperous in appearance. As oné enters 
the village one comes to a restaurant on the 
righthand side of the road where a good 
meal may be had at any hour—and by a good 
meal is not meant such as is served at Wheel- 
ing, but one such as a real American calls 
good. For the folk of Libertyville are of 
good native stock, 


Of Historical Interest. 

This is the oldest settlement in Lake 
County. The land to the south had been 
taken up much earlier, and fn 1829, after the 
treaty of Prairie du Chien, Anton OQuilmette 
had taken the land allotted him by that 
treaty, where the Village of Wilmette now 
stands, in the northernmost township of 
Cook County, and had built a substantial log 
house there. Other settlers had settled 
near there, and at last, in ‘18389 incoming 
people had gone north into the open plains 
around the upper Desplaines and had settled 
in the valley near where Libertyville now 
stands. In that year Lake County was cut 
off from McHenry, and the first Board of 
Commissioners selected Libertyville for the 
county seat. Waukegan was .then Little 
Fort, consisting chiefly of a small fort at 
the mouth of a creek emptying into Lake 
Michigan. But it promised -better than the 
site by the river, and the next year the glory 
was taken away from Libertyville forever 
and Waukegan made the capital. There 
were Indians in Lake County then, though 
most of them had moved back from its bor- 
ders in 1839. 

The houses of many of these earliest set- 
tlers are still standing in the surrounding 
country, and a number of them we have al- 
ready seen on the Green Bay road near High- 
wood. They are to be seen, too, near Lib- 
ertyville. And here is to be seen also the 
first of the many lakes which have given the 
county its namey This is Butler Lake, @ 
little body of water surrounded by meadows, 
and lying a half mile west of the main street 
of Libertyville. It is drained by Wyncoops 
Creek, which empties into the Desplaines 
near where we left that river. 

From Libertyville’-to Rondout there is a 
railroad by which the weary ones may save 
three miles of walking, or by which they 
may return to Chitago. But for the pedes-

“ss is a road straight out to the south

the river again in another mile. Thereisa 
sulphur spring near the bridge, at its west 
end, but the water, believed to be medicinal 
by Libertyville folk, is ill-suited to the pal- 
ates of Chicagoans. While the tramp has 
been coming thus far the sun has been sink- 
ing toward the west, and as he crosses the 
river and begins the five-mile stretch that 
lies ahead of him the light is mellowing, and 
the birds are beginning their evensongs. 
The air is still with a stillness scarcely be- 
lievable by the city man, and through it 
with a wonderful distinctness come the sweet 
notes of the robin and of the wood thrush. 
These birds seem to select the hour before 
sunset for their best efforts, and their songs 
at that hour once heard are never forgotten. 
They bring back now to the tramp days when 
he has heard them before. There is not a 
note of difference between the song of the 
bird in yonder thicket and that of the robin 
who sang in the deep woods at the close ofa 
June day years ago when the tramp, an idle 
boy, learned for the first time the meaning 
of “out of doors.’”” Something of the won- 
der of that moment, when the boy, growing 
suddenly big with knowledge, recognized 
himself as a part ef the world of nature and 
no longer a mere spectator of it. 


End of a Pleasant Day. 

Under this spell he ends his tramping day, 
trudging steadily eastward, past Rondout, 
and up the road over the divide, to Lake 
Bluff. Before reaching the latter place the 
road he is on ends abruptly in a north and 
south highway, and he must turn northward, 
to the left, a quarter of a mile, and then 
east again to the Northwestern tracks, be- 
side which he will catch histrolley car again 
to return to Chicago. Beside the road at the 
last-turn he will pass one of the oldest houses 
inf/the county, a two-story log structure, 
still stanch, though the clay has fallen from 
many of its chinks. But he will scarcely 
notice this. He will walk now with his head 
bent and his mind busy with recollections of 
boyhood, as the robin song still rings in his 
ears. 

The distance of this route is nineteen 
miles, of which thirteen will have been coy- 
ered when he reaches Libertyville. The ex- 
pense is $1 if he returns by trolley car, which 
will be increased one-half if he comes from 
Lake Bluff to Chicago by train.

At a mosting of the New York Philhbarmoni 

society, held Wednesday, May 2, Emil Paur, who 
has been conductor. since the death of Anton 
Seidl, was reélected to the same position for next 
season. The New York Sun of May 6 says in this 
connection: .‘' Emil Paur has been elected to 
serve as conductor of. the Philharmonic soclety 
for another year, and there will be cause for 
congratulation in that, if its work continues to 
improve as it. has during the two seasons just 
ended. The Philharmonic is a codperative organ- 
ization and the profits are divided among the 
players. Any change in the amount of these 
profits is usually attributed, and with reason, to 
the personality of the Gonductar. ‘Under the ad- 
ministration of Anton Seidl, the earnings of every 


| member were larger than they had ever been be- 


fore, The removal of such a dominating figure 
as Mr. Seid! naturelly led to a decrease in the 
prefits and in the amaunt paid to every member. 
The society always selects thé conductor who ean 
make the reeeipts the largest, and Mr. Paurs 
election on Wednesday shows that the society has 
more confidence in his ability to make the next 
season successfyl than in any of the other candi- 
dates. They were an interesting group. The two 


‘young conductors, Walter Damrosch and Franz 


Kaltenborn, were second and third choice, Mr 
Damrosch has for several years received regularly 
one vote at every annual election. This year his 
solitary champion has acquired allies, and Mr. 
Damrosch received eleyen votes. Franz Kalten- 
born, who was never a candidate for conductor 
before, received four votes, while Frank Van der 
Stuecken and Leo Schulz each got one. There 
was the usual preliminary talk of various candi- 
dates who were not heard of when the voting 
began. It was said that a determined party 
would try to ¢lect Ernest von Schuch, whose 
name does not even appear in the list of candi- 
dates, and there was another rumor that Hmil 
Paur would under no circumstances be elected, 
even if it were necessary to postpone the elec- 
tion until another candidate on whom al! parties 
could unite should appear. Nane of these things 
happened, and Mr. Paur was elected by @ Lasgo 
majority. Herr von Schuch played no role in the 
proceedings, as it is not probable that he will 
return to this country next year, and Mr. Grau 
prefers that the conductor at the Metropolitan 
should be free from all regular concert engage- 
ments, It is not true that Mr. Paur is to receive 
a salary of $5,000 a year at thé Phitharmonie, or 
any other fixed sum. The conductor always gets 
eight times as much as any singlé player, what- 
ever that amount may happen to be. Last year 
every player's share was $214, which showed 4 
decrease of more than $44 from the preceding 
year. The highest amount that ever went to the 
players was $385. This dividend was paid during 
the last year of Anton Siedl's cenductorship, 
when for the first time the number of converts 
was increased to eight. The decrease in last 
year's dividend might easily be attributed to the 
diminished interest in musical matters which 
Was characteristic of the public this season, In 


contrast to last year's continuing enthusiasm.”’

Nation's Military Academy 
‘Passes Its Anniversary 
Without Ceremony. 


EVENTFUL CAREER 


Hudson’s Highlands a Strategic 
Point Which Caused Bene- 
dict Arnold’s Downfall. 


ITS HERO GRADUATES. 


Kosciuszko Proposed to Washington 
That a School Be Established 
There, and the First Graduating 


Class Consisted of Two Cadets—_ 


Customs of Nearly One Hun- 


dred Years Ago Unchanged. 


NE hundred years 
ago last Monday the 
hope of George 
Washington and the 
prophecies of Thad- 
deus Kosciuszko and 
Timothy Pickering 
found their fulfill- 
ment and a school 
for the training of 
officers for the Unit- 
ed States was found- 
ed at West Pofnt. 
Humble in the ex- 
,' | treme were the begin- 
nings of. the institution which afterward 
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became the alma mater of a Grant, a Lee, a 
Sherman, and a Jackson. In pursuance of 
an act of Congress passed some years before 
a few young men gathered at West Point in 
the first week in May, 1800, for purposes of 
Mmstruction in military science. They were 
attached to the army as cadets of artillery 
and engineers, and as such pursued their 
studies in a haphazard sort of way for some 
months. 
West Point under the conditions existing to- 
day was delayed for nearly a year, but the 
school in an embryonic state was estab- 
lished and from that May day a century ago 
the West Point graduates date the founding 
of their fostering academy. 

It was a century ago yesterday, May 12, 
1800, that Joseph G. Swift, a Massachusetts 
boy, and the first graduate of the United 
States Military Academy at West Point, re- 
ceived his appointment as a cadet. Before 
being sent to the Hudson plateau young 
Swift was instructed for a time at New- 
port Harbor, R. I. Then he was ordered to 

- report at the new military academy, where 
he met his only classmate Cadet Simon M. 
Levy, who, though graduating below Swift 
in rank, bears the distinction of having been 
the first graduate student to receive instruc- 
tion at West Point. Cadets Swift and Levy 


formed the first graduating class of ‘the’ 


acagemy and in the year 1802, two years 
after their cadet appointments, they became 
Second Lieutenants in the United States 
Corps of Engineers. Perhaps no sharper 
contrast may elsewhere be found than that 
attending the ceremonies at that first 
cadet graduation and those which today 
mark the passing of the stripling soldiers 
from the cadet to the officer. The Hudson 
still sweeps by the mountain base. Fort 
Putnam stills frowns on Constitution Island 
and Crow Nest still towers to the north, but 
all else is changed. The rude log and frame 
structures have given place to massive piles 
of granite. The old smooth bores that waked 
_ theechoes at revelille and retreat are silenced 


_ and the sharp report of the breech-loading 


Hotchkiss marks the rising and the setting 
of the sun. The graduating class of two has 
become the graduating class of eighty, and 
all, save nature, that remains unchanged are 


the colors of the flag whose fluttering 


shadow falls upon the parade ground. 


BIRTH OF THE IDEA. 


The idea of establishing a national military 
academy, though without any thought of 
West Point as !ts site, dates back to an early 
period. As a matter of fact. a resolution was 

_passed by the Continental Congress only 
four months after the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence providing for a committee of fives 


to be appointed to prepare a plan for a mil- 
itary academy. The names of the members 
of this committee are preserved in Congres- 
sional archives and appear thus: “ Mr. 
Hooper, Mr. Lynch, Mr. Wythe, Mr. Will- 
lams, and Mr. J. Adams.” As far as it can 
be ascertained this committee never report- 
ed, and it was not till the cessation of hostil- 
ities and the signing of the treaty of peace 
that any further thought was given to the 
military instruction of cadets. Kosciuszko 
had already suggested West Point to Wash- 
ington, and General Huntingdon and Colonel 
Pickering had put down fn writing their rec- 
ommendations of the place as the best one 
for the establishment of a military acad- 
emy. In his annual message dated Dec. 8, 
1798, General Washington suggests the in- 
quiry “ whether a material feature in the 
improvement in the system of military de- 
fense ought not to be to afford an opportu- 
nity for the study of those branches of the 
art which can scarcely ever be attained by 


Practice alone.”’ 


In the first week in May, 1794, Congress 
Provided for the attaching for the purposes 
of instruction of a certain number of cadets 
to the artillery and engineer battalions. It 
Was made the duty of the Secretary of War 
to procure at the public expense the neces- 
ary books, instruments, and apparatus for 
the use of the students. In this same year 
@ schocl was established in a-small building 
at West Point. -Two years afterward it was 
destroyed by fire and the school was sus- 
pended for four years. 

While Cadets Swift of Massachusetts and 
Levy of Matyland were pursuing their 
studies at West Point, after the reéstablish- 
ment of the school that had been burned, 
Congress passed an act attaching forty ca- 
dets to the artillery and ten to the engineers 
‘and ordering them all to West Point for in- 
struction. The name of the established 
school was made the United States Military 
Academy, and Swift and Levy, though havy- 
ing but a month or two of studies to com- 
plete, became the first graduates of the in- 
atitution under the name by which it is 
known today. 

The early years of the corps of cadets were 
marked by teaching of the most desultory 
Kind. Major Jonathan Williams and Cap- 
tains Barron and Mansfield took charge of 
the academy. The Major gave practical field 
lessons and lectured occasionally on fortifi- 
cations. The two Captains taught mathe- 
matics, the one geometrical and the other 
aigebraical demonstrations. It was found 
Out before long that mere mathematics 
would make neither an artillerist nor an en- 
Sineer,-and the result was the appointment 
Of teachers of drawing and French. Con-

say of hardship as well, were it not for the 
fact that they can, through tradition, com- 
pare their lot with that of their predecessors 
a hundred years ago. The cadets of that 
day were not only drawers of water but 
were hewers of wood, and so they continued 
to be down to a time long after the days of 
Sherman and of Grant. The young soldiers 
were quartered, prior to the year 1815, in the 
old “ long barrack,” a: rickety frame struc- 
ture, which had done service during the revo- 
lutionary war as a shelter for enlisted men. 
It was two stories high, with a piazza in 
front of each story. It occupied a position on 
the site of the present West Point Hotel

In the year 1810 President Madison spoke a 
good word for the military academy in his 
annual message, and not long thereafter an 
act was passed providing for pfofessors of 
natural and experimental philosophy, of 
mathematics and of engineering, with an as- 
sistant for each; a chaplain was also named. 
From that day to this the academic instruc- 
tion has been sustained upon a scale of thor- 
oughness said not to be surpassed by that 
of any similar institution in the world.

The result of this resolution was the erec- 
tion of crude fortifications at different points 
in the highlands and the ultimate fortify- 
ing of West Point itself. On a beautiful 
spot overlooking the Hudson River on the 
grounds of the Military Academy. rises a 
marble shaft, upon whose base appears 
without any other legend whatsoever the 
name Kosciuszko. The monument was 
erected by money contributed by the cadets 
to the memory of the patriot Pole, who, as 
an engineer in the continental army, sur- 
veyed West Point, superintended the erec- 
tion of fortifications, and afterward, struck 
by the isolation and the sublime beauty of 
the spot, suggested it to George Washington 
as an ideal place for the establishment of 
a military school. The remains of the re- 
doubts erected under Kosciuszko’s super- 
vision are yet to be seen at West Point. A. 
short distance south of the monument to 
his memory is a foliage covered nook with 
a marble fountain at the foot of a pictur- 
esque flight of stone steps, To this day the 
place is called Kosciuszko’s Garden, for it 
is known as the favorite resort of the Polish 
engineer, whose suggestion, it is more than 


possible, secured for West Point the honor 


of being the government's place of military 
instruction. | 

There is shown in the chapel.at West 
Point in a strikingly effective way the last- 
ing infamy that attaches to the act of 
treason to one’s country. Set into the walls 
of the chapel are tablets of black marble, 
bearing in letters of gold the names of the 
general officers who fought for their coun- 
try in the war of the revolution. As the 
visitor reads down the list ‘‘ Green, Putnam, 
Gates, Marion, Sumter,’’ he comes to an 
oblong bit of stone,let into the face of the 
marble tablet. It is the ‘‘ blot in the 
*scutcheon.”” Above and below the inserted 
piece appear portions of the initials B and A, 
enough to show at a glance that once and 
forever the name of Benedict Arnold has 
been stricken from his country’s roll of 
honor. | 

It was in August, 1780, that Major General 
Benedict Arnold took command at West 


Point. He had the implicit confidence of | 
Washington. Arnold had been at the point 


less than a week when he wrote Wash- 
ington, saying, ‘I wish your Excellency 
would be kind enough to order Mr. Erskine 
to send me a map of the country from this 
place to New York.” Arnold got his map, 
and afterward used it in his treasonable 
transactions. The ‘“ Robihson House,” 
whete Arnold for ‘a time made his head- 
quarters, and where it is thought he at one 


time met Andre, still stands. ~The story of 


the attempted treason, the flight of Arnold, 
the capture and subsequent execution of 
Major Andre, are matters of school history. 
An early print showing the region about the 
scene of Arnold’s treachery has coiled about 
it a copperhead snake, while above appears 
a hand bearing a poniard and emblematic 
of the assassin’s stroke. 


EARLY HARDSHIPS, 


Thomas Jefferson had expressed doubt as 
to the constitutional power of the govera- 
ment to create a military academy. He 
yielded this doubt afterward and became 
a stanch supporter of the academy. Many 
Jeffersonians, however, did not change their 
views with those of their chief, and at one 
time they introduced a resolution in Congress 
to cut off the pay and rations of the cadets. 
This meant in effect the abolition of the in- 
stitution and the cadets had a narrow squeak 
of being starved to death or shipped home 
with their education incomplete. The vote 
in Congress, however, showed that the 
academy was saved and that was the last 
serious attempt to wipe it out of existence. 

Cadets nowadays fill and carry their wa- 
ter buckets, make their beds, and sweep and 
dust their rooms. Their life is one of severe

south barracks some years later. The build- 
ings were destroyed in the years 1850-’51 
and the present stone structure was erect- 
ed. There is 4 much sharper contrast shown 
between the academic buildings of the past 
andthe present than there is between the 


old and the new barracks. For the first 


fifteen years of the existence of the academy 
there was no recitation building proper. 
Then the academy, a two-story structure, 
was erected. It was destroyed by fire in the 
year 1838 and was succeeded by a more pre- 
tentious' building, which in turn has given 
way to the present splendid structure. 
Through the years up to the time of the 
outbreak of the civil war the history of West 
Point was uneventful. Grant, Lee, Sherman, 
Thomas/ Sheridan, Jackson, and the rest had 
gone through their plodding cadet careers 
little dreaming of what the future held in 
store. In 1852, Colonel Robert E. Lee, United 
States Corps of Engineers, was appointed 
superintendent of the Military Academy. It 
is a matter of interest today to know that 
two of the cadets whom on occasion 
it became necessary for him to dis- 
cipline were Philip H. Sheridan and 
John M. Schofield. While Lee was su- 
perintendent. his son George Washington 
Custis Lee wes a cadet and it is related 
that the father spared not the pains and 
penalties when. he was called upon to fix 
punishment for the escapades of his rollick- 
ing son. A resident of Chicago at the pres- 
ent day, Genera! Milo. 8S. Hascall, was a 
cadet at West Point under the Lee régime. 


DAYS OF BECTIONALISM. 


The severest Criticisms that were ever 
upon West Point were based upon 

the fact that many of its students cast in 
their lot with the confederacy. The open- 
ing of the year 1861 was a trying time for 
the students and the authorities. Shortly 
before the firing on Fort Sumter Major P. 
G. T. Beauregard was appointed academy 
guperintendent. After a service of only five 
days he was relieved. The outbreak of the 
war was the signal for a number of cadets 
who were appointed from the Southern 
States to tender their resignations and to 
repair to their homes. Major Edward C. 
Boynton, Adjutant of the military academy 
at the time of the beginning of the war of

academy’s code of discipline. The oath of 
allegiance was changed to its present form 
and no man can now find a loophole of 
escape for his conscience after he has been 
sworn. The boy who enters West Point to- 
day solemnly swears that he wil] adjure all 
allegiance, sovereignty, or fealty conceived 
to be due to any State, county, or town, and 
will unqualifiedly support the government 
of the United States. ¢ 

General George W. Cullum, who was an 
uncompromising unionist and a stanch 
lover of his alma mater, came with a bunch 
of statistics to the aid of the military 
academy when it was charged with being 
the fostering parent of treason. After stat- 
ing that only one United States Senator and 
only three Representatives from the seced- 
ing States remained loyal, General Cullum 
gave the figures to prove that more than 
one-half of the Southern West Point gradu- 
ates stood by the Stars and Stripes. Taking 
the army as a whole, he showed that one- 
half of-the appointees from civil life went 
with the South, while only one-fifth of the 
West Point officers left the service of the 
union.’ He declared that statistics showed 
that the West Point part of the army was 
by far the most loyal branch of the public 
service—civil, military, or naval. He then 
asked and answered a question: “ Can Har- 
vard, Yale, Columbia, Union, Princeton, or 
any other college in the land show a higher 
record of patriotism and saerifice? As- 
suredly not; for their Southern graduates 
espoused the rebel cause almost en masse.” 
Of the West Pointers who fought on the 
Northern side in the civil war, one-fifth laid 
down their lives and one-half were wounded. 

From the day that the war of secession 
ended until the present hour there has been 
at West Point no whisper of sectionalism. 
The arbitrament of war was accepted. .The 
new oath of allegiance binding each man to 
one Maw was ‘willingly taken by the newly 
appointed cadets from the Southern States. 
A foreign war in which Southern officers 
suffered for the flag rather out of propor- 
tion te their numbers has helped to cement 
the bonds of fraternity and patriotism. 


FEW CHANGES HERE. 

Unlike the other institutions of learning in 
the country, West Point in many ways is 
changeless. It is shut off from the hurly- 
burly 6f life and cadets are a little world 
unto themselves. Barring the introduction 


of football the West Point of today js the 


West Point of te past as far as the routine 
ef work, play, and study is concerned. The 
slang of West Point is unique and change- 
Robert E. Lee, when he entered the 
academy in 1825, was a “ pleb”’ or an “ ani- 
mal,” according to the mood of the older 
cadets. Cadet John Smith, who will enter 
the academy next month, will likewise be a 
“pbleb” or an “animal,” while his class 
during its first year will constitute, like the 
class of Robert E. Lee tn tts first year, the 
menagerie.’” No cadet in the early twen- 
ties ever failed at recitation. He” fessed.”’ 
The cadets who will enter fn the closing year 
of the century will likewise “‘ fess.”’ No old- 
time cadet ever made a good recitation. He 
either “ ragged it” or “ tore his shirt,” the 
choice of expression being determined by the 
degree of excellence of tharecitation. The 
cadet of coming generations, if he has goo 
luck, will likewise “rag it” or “ tear his 
shirt.” The earliest records of the academy 
give no instance of a cadet having been re- 
ported for any offense. He was ** skinned,”’ 
and officers will continue to“ skin "’ the hap- 
less ones till time shall be no more. Th 
oldest cadet in the ciass is always “ dad,’’ 
the youngest “ babe,” the fattest ** tubs,”’ 
and the homeliest “ beauty.”’ 

It is a question, perhaps, how long the 
students at Yale, Harvard, Princeton, or 
Williams would stay in school if the punish- 
ment for a smoke or a game of cards or of 
billiards were. made ten days’ close confine- 
ment. This ts what the cadets get every time 
they are caught with a pipe in mouth or if 
the keen nose of the inspecting officer is able 
to detect the smell of tobacco smoke in quar- 


ters. Time was when, during the off duty 


hours, the cadets smoked at will, but when 
General O. O. Howard succeeded General 
John M. Schofield as superintendent smok- 
ing was prohibited and the rule has held in 
force ever since. As there are no billlard 
tables on the post outside of the commis- 
sioned offiers’ mess the cadets don’t get a 
chance to play, but at one time, for a whole 
year, the boys enjoyed the privileges of a 
billiard table unbeknown to the authorities, 
who thought at times they actually heard 
the clicking of the balls, but were unable 
to locate the table. Professor H. B. Herr 
and Major J. H. Willard, both of Chicago, 
can dowbtless give the billiard table etory 
with exactitude, for both played many @ 
e on the contraband board. Some years

AUTHORITIES OUTWITTED. 

The cadets raked and scraped, wrote 
home and begged for @ little money, and 
finally by pooling issues they succeeded in 
raising enough money to buy a billiard out- 
fit from a New York manufacturer. The 
table was boxed up in parts and to lull sus- 
picion was sent marked as 4 piano to a 
sympathetic citizen of Garrison's Station, 
across the river. At midnight after the 


table’s arrival a half dozen cadets ? hived ’’ 
i ap ox sled, crossed the river on the ice, and

brought back ‘the billiard-table safely to 
barracks. They had bribed a coal heaver 
who tended the furnaces in the basement of 
the barracks. He cleaned out one of the 
coalrooms and there the table was set. up. 
Four kerosene oil lamps supplied light. 
Pictures were put on the walls, pipes and 
tobacco and crackers and cheese were in- 
troduced, and the boys soon had a billiard- 
room in operation. They played for months 
at night and at odd hours of the day with- 
out discovery, Passing officers frequently 
heard the balls clicking, but. could not ac- 
count for the noise. Finally..the check 
which had been given in payment for the 
table mysteriously came into the hands of 
the academy’s treasurer. Then the authori- 
ties knew that the cadets had a Dilliard 
table somewhere. They searched and 
searched and searched, but never once 
thought of looking Into the dark cellar room 
supposedly filled with coal. One night, how- 
ever, an officer learned the secret. He ar- 
ranged with all his fellows to raid the place 
the next night, to capture the table and all 
the involved cadets at one stroke. An offi- 
cer’s wife, however, told one of the cadets 
that their secret was out. They accordingly 
painted a big placard with these words: 
“This table is presented to the officers of 
the United States Military Academy by the 
corps of cadets. It is in fairly good condi- 
tion, having been used uninterruptedly only 
one year by the donors.” This placard was 
put on the billiard table, the reflectors of 
four kerosene lamps were turned full upon 
it, and that night no cadet played billiards. 
At midnight the leader of fourteen officers 
demanded admittance at the door. There 
Was no answer and entrance was forced. 
The blue coats found themselves face to 
face with the placard and not a sign of a 
gray uniform within hail. Not one of the 
billard players was ever discovered. 

Next month there will take place the 
ninety-ninth commencement exercises of 
Uncle Sam’s military academy. It is doubt- 
ful if the graduates of the early years of 
the school, whose first duty it was to pre- 
pare fortifications for the resisting of Brit- 
ish invasion, ever thought that their success- 
ors would be fighting under the flag in the 
far away Philippines.

Privy Council of England 
to Be Shorn of Its Ju- 
dicial Attributes. 


CHECK ON ROYALTY., 


Country’s¥Most Ancient Insti- 
tution Once Used as a 
Power for Tyranny. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S IDEA. 


NY ONE who has attended divine 
service in Great Britain will have 
been struck by the supplication con- 
tained in the Anglican litany, which 
runs as follows: 

“That it may please thee to endue the 
lords of the council with grace, wisdom, and 
understanding.” | 

This prayer to the Almighty and the oc- 
casional announcement that the Queen has 
been graciously pleased to invest this or 
that person with the dignity of a “ Privy 
Councilor” are about all that the average 
Briton ever hears concerning the most an- 


cient institution of the British Empire, the | 


go-called “‘Aula Regia,”’ or the Curia 
Regia,”’ of the early Norman days, far older 
even than the English Parliament, which 
is acknowledged to be in point of age the 
senior and dean of all existing legislative 
bodies of the known world. True, John Bull 
may occasionally find some law or other, 
generaily relating to the health of man or 
beast, described as ‘‘ an’ order in Council.” 
But he will attach’no particular importance 
thereto, and probably look upon it as one 
of those quaint figures of.speech of which 
there are so many survivals from medieval 
times in Great Britain and in Ireland. 
During the last three or four weeks, how- 
ever, he has learned more of the Privy Coun- 
cil than ever before in his whole life. It 
has constituted to him a topic of discussion 


_ pecorfd only in importance to the south Afri- 


can war, and just now he fs engaged in pro- 
foundly lamenting that by the creation of 
@ new final court of appeal for the entire 
British Einp!re some prerogatives will be 
taken from a body about which a few weeks 
ago he knew little, or next to nothing. 

He never dreamed for one moment that 


the Cabinet which rules the British Empire 


is merely a committee of the Privy Council 
and has, legally speaking, no corporate ex- 
istonce of its own, save as a committee of 
this kind, nor did he realize that it was the 
Judicial committee of the Privy Council 
which for near 1,000 years has been the ulti- 
court of appeal. 
First Parliamentary Body. 

Long before the House of Commons, or the 
House of Lords, was even thought of the. 
It may 
be said, indeed, to have contained the germs 
ef England’s Parliamentary institutions. 
Its members were in every sense of the word 
the advisers of the King, from whom he 
sought counsel in matters of difficulty. In 
all monarchical countries the monarch has 
from time immemorial been regarded by his 
subjects as the one personage in the realm 
to whom appeal should be made if all other 
efforts to obtain justice and redress for 
wrongs had failed. Moreover, it was usually 
the crown that decided whether or not the 
gentences of the courts and Judges should 
be put imto execution, and which enjoyed the 
truly royal prerogative of clemency. The 
monarch on having any petition of this kind 
laid at his feet would naturally consult with 
his counselors about the matter, seeking 
more particularly the advice of those who 
happened to possess experience and knowl- 
edge of the law. In course of time he or- 
ganized the legal members of his Privy 
Councll into a special committee for this 
purpose, and in this way the Judicial com- 


mittee of the Privy Council becgme the ul- 
timate court of appeal, being 4 mainly, 
if not exclusively, for cases with which no 


other courts were competent to deal. The 
_* Judicial committee of the Privy 


ouncil 
represents the crown in legal issues submit- 
ted to the latter, and is empowered to hear 
all appeals to the crown. Of late years its 
position has developed into that of a species 
of court of ultimate appeal from the colonial 
possessions of the British Empire over which 
the ordinary tribunals in England have no 
jurisdiction. 

The tdea was this—namely: that the House 
of Lords constituted the Court of Final 
Appeal for all cases within the jurisdiction 
of the United Kingrdom, but that the Judicial 
committee of the Privy Council was em- 
powered to deal in a final manner with all 


issues which, being beyond the jurisdiction * 


of the regular English courts of law, could 
only be settled by an appeal in last resort 
to the crown itself., Thus the Judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, has been of the 
greatest possible use in determining con- 
stitutional questions arising under the 


‘British North America act, by means of 


which Canada was formed into the Domin- 
ion, it having proved -far easier to get an 
angry political party or province to bow 
to the decision of a tribunal sitting in Lon- 
Gon end hearing appeals from the wholé 
empire than to that of a court such as the 
Supreme Tribunal of Appea! in the Domin- 
ion, whose members might be assailed as 
both partisan and prejudiced. 

The framers of the constitution of the 
commonwealth formed by the federation of 
the various colonies of Australia have, 
however, shown a strong disinclination to 
admit the right of the Judicial committee 
of the Privy Council to interpret the terms of 
the new Australian constitution, or to per- 
mit any issues affecting it to be referred to 
the Privy Courici] without the permission 
of the Australian federal courts, which, the 
delegates declared, were alone capable and 
competent to construe the proper meaning of 
@ federal constitution which had been framed 
by Australians for their own benefit. The 
English government has. however, resisted 
this pretention on the ground that while 
the mother country has no idea of attempting 
to force down the throats of the Australians 
a constitution of which they disapproved, 
she had a duty to perform towards that 
minority of people in Australia who dis- 
approved of federation and of the constitu- 
tion. Moreover, England must take care 
that in any eventual conflict between state 
rights and federal rights in Australia, the

the policy of the empire as any of those 
other peers who are known as Great Brit- 
ain’s hereditary legislators. 

And now that the Privy Council fis about 
to be shorn of those judicial attributes whic 
it has enjoyed in a greater or lesser degree 
for nearly ten centuries, and is about to 
surrender them to the new Court of Appeal 
of the Empire, devised by Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain, by Mr. Haldane, and others, 
it may be as well to offer a few brief words 
of explanation about this ancient institution, 
concerning which so little is known. The 
Privy Council, in one word, personifies the 
power of the crown, and the latter acts 
through the council. It is to a great extent 
the executive instrument of the crown. For 
convenience sake it is divided up into com- 
mittees, one of which, as stated above, is 
the Cabinet, while another has been the 
Judicial committee. Then there are Privy 
Council committees for all sorts of other 
things, and, finally, In cases where there is 
no special committee, the Queen and a 
quorum of three members of the council un- 
dertake the executive work alone. 

To give an idea of the varied character of 
the functions of\the Privy Council I may 
mention that the affairs of the Channel 
Islands are administered by a committee of 
the Privy Council appointed for the purpose. 
The Channel Islands are the oldest posses- 
sions of the British crown, having formed 
part of the Duchy of Normandy at the time 
of the conquest in 1066, and Queen Victoria, 
being the lineal descendant of the Dukes of 
Normandy, the old Norman dues and cus- 
toms still prevail in the island, the affairs of 
which are regulated by the sovereign in 
council. 

Till the establishment of the Department 
of Agriculture, all matters connected with 
agriculture and cattle disease were dealt 
w administratively by the Privy Council, 
an@ it is a committee of the Privy Council 
which directs and controls the entire educa- 
tional system of the United Kingdom. Al! 
admiralty bu » QUarantine, lighting of 
coasts, shipping, grants of municipal 
charters, schemes of ecclesiastical commis- 
sioners, are managed by committees of the 
Privy Council, as is also the local Govern- 
ment board. In fact, it is extremely difficult 
to define where the authority and the func- 
tions of the Privy Council end, For in- 
stance, the present war is credited with hav- 
ing been managed from London, at any rate 
in its initial stages, by a Privy Council com- 
mittee, with the Duke of Devonshire, who 
is Lord President of the Privy Council, at 


its head. | 
. Check on Royalty. 

In olden times it occasionally served as an 
instrument of tyranny to the monarch, as, 
for instance, wheh one of its committees, 
known as the star chamber, was used by 
King Charles to rule the United Kingdom 
in defiance of the terms of the constitution 
and of the rights of Parliament. Today, on 
the contrary, it may be regarded as a check 
on the power of the crown, since the execu- 
tive role of the latter has to be perf ®rmed 
to a great extent in conjunction with the 
Privy Council. 

There are orders “in"’ Council, and or- 
ders “of” Coyncil. Orders “in” Council 
are given by the 
Council. Orders “of” Council are 
made by the Lords of the Council, that 
is to say, by members of any of the commit- 
tees of the Privy Council. Thus, for in- 
stance, when the Queen decides in Council 
in her réle of Executive the date at which 
this or that act of Parliament shall come 
into operation, or summons the reserve and 
the militia to arms, or gives an order pro- 
roguing Parliament, it is an order “in” 
Council. ,On the other hand, when the com- 
mittee of the Counell controlling the Depart- 
ment of Education issues some order or de- 
cree relating to educational matters, and 
which has been determined by the commit- 
tee itself, it is an order “ of’ Council. In 
| fact, every resolution of the , Cabinet is 
theoretically an order of Council...

successor. The oath of office consists of the 
following seven articles: |

IV. To avoid corruption. , 

V. To help and strengthen the execution of what 
shall be resolved. 

To withstand all purposes to attempt the 
contrary. i 

VII. To observe, keep, and do all that a good and 
oe Privy Councilor ought to do to his sovereign 
ady. 

Privy Councilors have the right of pre- 
fixing the words Right Honorable” to 


themselves, for their wives, and their un- 
married daughters (after presentation) to 
all state balls, state concerts, and analagous 
functions. A Privy Councilor MIkewise 
wears a smart diplomatic uniform of blue 
and gold, with a cocked hat, and has a right 
ex-officio to serve as a magistrate in any 
county, whether or not he is qualified by res- 
idence or possession of land. Privy Coun- 
cilors rank after Knights of the Garter and 
before Baronets, and are officially referred 
to as the ‘‘ Lords of the Council.” The 
President of the Privy Council ranks fourth 
amongst the great dignitaries of the realm 
and before the Prime Minister, the first 
after the Princes of the blood being the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the second the 
Lord High Chancellor, the third the Arch- 
bishop of York, and the fourth the Lord 
President of the Council. 

Certain great offices of state, such as the 
Primacy, the Mastership of the Horse and 


- of the Buck Hounds, carry with them the 


right to membership of the Privy Council. 
All members of the Cabinet are necessarily 
members of the Privy Council; so, too, are 
the Judges of Appeal and of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, and while usually the 
dignity is conferred in recognition of serv- 
ices to the state, as in the case of Lord 
Pauncefote, there are other instances 
where it is conceded with the object of bind- 
ing the personage in question more closely 
to the crown ‘and to confirm his possibly 
wavering loyalty, such as in the case of 
Cecil Rhodes. Ninety-five years have 
elapsed since any man has been dismissed 
from the Privy Council, the last case being 
when Lord Melville’s name was “erased ”’

THE CRAFTY. 


Sultan of Turkey the Past 
Grand Master of Art 
of Diplomacy. 


FIGHT FOR A THRONE 


For a Quarter of a Century He 
Struggles for His Place 
in Europe. 


HIS POLICY OF DELAY. 


N their efforts to compel the Sultan of 
Turkey to pay long overdue claims for 
indemnity, President McKinley and Sec- 
retary Hay have entered upon a struggle 
with the past grand master of the Fa- 

bian school of diplomacy. Abdul Hamid IT. 
is far and away the craftiest and most 
daring ruler in the old world. His finesse, 
skill, cunning, boldness have been con- 
stantly exercised in contests with the ablest 
statesmen of Europe for a quarter of a 
century, and, while he has not always come 
off victor, he has won more frequently than 
he has lost. , 

Abdul Hamid is a Turk and Mussulman of 
the old school. He is 58 years of age, and 
the innovations of modern civilization have 
left little impression upon him. He rules 
Turkey as his predecessors ruled it, and has 
only yielded grudgingly to the progress of 
the age. 

He became the ruler of the Ottoman Em- 
pire in August, 1876, at a moment when 
the Servian and Bulgarian provinces were 
in the revolt which immediately preceded 
the Turko-Russian war, and when the com- 
bined powers of Europe were exerting their 
utmost pressure to compel Turkey to adopt 


Danger to His Empire. 

Upon his accession to the throne Abdul 
Hamid was confronted by the immediate 
danger of the disintegration of his empire. 
At that time Turkey in Burope included 
Servia, Bulgaria, Roumania, Montenegro, 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, and Thessaly. These 
provinces were not only in a state of revolt 
but Russia and Austria were known to 
have designs upon territory which would ex- 
tend their own frontiers to the Mediter- 
ranean. The dissolution of Turkey was free- 
ly predicted in every capital of Europe, and 
the strife between the powers for possession 
of the broken parts of empire, for the spoil 
of Constantinople, and the control of the 
Dardanelles promised to embroil all Europe 
in general war. : 

Abdul Hamid undoubtedly realized that 
it was too late to save the Balkan provinces, 
but he was quick to recognize in the gen- 
éral European situation the opportunity 
of saving his throne and his footing in Eu- 
rope and of still maintaining Constantinople 
as the seat of Mohammedan power. 


Czar Knocks at Constantinople. 


For the first time he played his game on 
the chess board of Europe, All the world 
knows what followed. The war with Russia 
lost Servia and Roumania to the Sultan. 
Bosnia and Herzegovina went to Austria, 
but Montenegro.was erected into a buffer 
state that for the time blocked Franz Josef’s

and Turkey’s position in Europe hung only 
by a thread. 

Then it was that Abdul Hamid taught 
Europe Its first lesson in Oriental statecraft. 
By a secret treaty with Lord Beaconsfield 
the Sultan ceded to Great Britain the Island 
of Cypress. In return Lord Beaconsfield 
guaranteed the territorial integrity of Asia 
Minor and sent the British fleet through the 
Dardanelles. 


Checks Russia with England. 


Russia was checkmated. . The Czar at once 
realized that his troops marching into Con- 
stantinople would be shelled by the British 
fleet. He was reluctantly compelled to give 
up a project long dreamed of by Russia and 
to submit to the terms of the treaty of Ber- 
lin, dictated by an European congress de- 
manded by Lord Beaconsfield, who really 
acted as the agent of the crafty Sultan. 

In June, 1878, the powers were compelled to 
take steps to secure the enforcement of the 
terms of the treaty of Berlin with reference 
to. the ratification of the Montenegrin fron- 
tier. In this controversy the Sultan lost. 
He endeavored to save himself by changing 
his ministry, thus giving Great Britain al- 
most complete ascendency at Constantino- 
ple. He watched the negotiations of the 
powers closely, waiting to make the most of 
any apparent disagreement. But in the end 
he failed, being compelled to cede Dulcigno 
to Montenegro, but not until after having 
received two ultimatums backed up by the 
allied fleets of the powers. 

Sultan Abdul Hamid’s position.in Europe 
was rapidly becoming precarious. Nearly 
every power had claims upon him. He owed 
money to every banker in Europe. He could 
only pay in territory, as cash he had none. 
The territorial demands of Greece were still 
unsatisfied and the Russian war indemnity 


yet unpaid. 
Plays France Against Britain. 


So long as the concert of the powers ex- 
isted the Ottoman Empire was'doomed. This 
was Abdul Hamid’s situation in 1880 and 
1881. 

The English and French rivalry for posses- 
sion of Egypt gave Abdul Hamid the coveted 
opportunity for breaking the concert of the 
powers. The powers had united In pressing 
the demand for the completion of the Berlin 
treaty with reference to the territorial claims 
of Greece. The Grecian government -was 
clamoring for a settlement and was actively 
preparing for war. Gladstone had succeeded 
Beaconsfield and was encouraging Greece, 
Austria was suspected of designs in Salonica 
Bay. Gladstone, reversing the policy of 
Reaconsfield, sided with Russia. 

The Sultan saw in the situation an 
tunity to divide the powers. He appealed to 
France, reminding the republic of its in- 
terests in Tripoli and Tunis, to which Eng- 
land was hostile and Germany and Austria 
friendly. England and France were at once 
embroiled in a quarrel over northern 
Russia siding with England. . 


Sultan Threat of War. 


The powers were pitted against each other 
and the European concert broken. The Sul- 
tan fortified the Dardanelles, called the 
redefs to their colors, and made a brave 
show of preparing for war. His tactics 
partly succeeded, for, although in the end 
he was compelled to gtye im to the demands 
of Greece, he only gave a part of the terri- 
tory originally demanded. 

In 1886 the powers again came together to 
consider the Bulgarian question after the 
revolution which finally ended in Prince 
Alexander's resignation. Russia and Aus- 
tria, working together, demanded the 
restoration of Prince Alexander, who was 
entirely under Russian influence. Germany 
and Italy took the same position. The 
Sultan appealed to England, asserting that 
Russia was intriguing to secure permanent 
cofitrol of Bulgaria from which to menace 
Turkey with another advance on Constan- 


tinople. 
Saved by Gladstone. 
The Sultan’s appeal to England was not 
misplaced, for Gladstone had been succeed- 
ed by Lord Salisbury, who regarded Russia 
as England's natural foe. Asa result Eng- 
refused to recognize the treaty of

America’s First Experience. 

The United States’ first experience with 
Turkey came during President Cleveland's 
administration, after the Armenian mas- 
sacres of 1893-’04. The United States and 
Great Britain both presented demands for 
indemnity and the pressure of the two gov- 
ernmer -s became acute. The Sultan adopted 
the ruse of calling upon a conference of the 
powers to adjust the claims, knowing that 
the policy of the United States precluded the 
participation of this government. : 

Thé result justified the Sultan’s statecraft. 
The powers joined in appointing a commis- 
sion of inquiry, to which President Cleve- 
land, following traditional American policy 
held aloof. President Cleveland, however. 
did direct American Consul General Jewell 
to accompany the commission and make a 
report to the United States government from 
the evidence gathered by the delegates of the 
powers. The Sultan refused Consul Gen- 
eral Jewell’s permission to make such a re- 
port. Great Britain was compelled to act 
jointly with the powers. Asa result British 
claims for indemnity have been involved 
with a mass of general claims and the de- 
mands of the United States were lost sight 


of. 
Russia Against England. 


In 1895 the powers again oin

The seething, pulling, wind-jamming, cor- 
ridor yelling, and street marching business 
did not occur in connectfon with the 8t 
Louis convention until Indiana presented the 
name of Isaac Pusey Gray for second place 
on the ticket. That wasprobably the flercest 
contest in the history of national conventions 
for a Vice Presidential nomination. TheIn- 
diana Democracy always makes a hot fight, 
In the St. Louis convention it almost threat- 
ened to bolt any other nomination for see 
ond place except Gray. Indiana was then, 
as usual, a pivotal State, and the delegates 
declared there was no other man in the party 
who could carr e State but Gray. 

Had any oth candidate than Thurman 
been accepted, after Gray, Indiana would 
have left the hall. BEven with the “ Grand 
Old Roman” they were half-hearted, and® 
is well known that many Indiana Democrats 
preferred Harrison to Cleveland, not because 
they loved Harrison, but because they were 
irreconcilable over the defeat of Gray. 


Hard on Nerves. 

‘The Republican convention of was 
siamtehea from start to finish. But in that 
the contest was between the candidates for 
the Presidential nomination, and the bitter 
fight on the unit rule. In convention the 
struggle was between political giants, but 
this was kept within bounds by a skilled 
parliamentarian in the chair. Between sem 
sions, however, bedlam reigned, day and 
night, and the scenes in the sweltering cor 
ridors of the Chicago hotels will never te 
forgotten by those who saw them. Qnly 
old politicians accustomed to such contests 
understood that after it was all over party 
harmony would result. The novice cou 
not understand how the breaches wou'd ever 
be healed. The convention lasted overs 
Sunday, and Chicago never witnessed a mor 
exciting Sunday than that which preceded 
the nomination of Garfield. Conkling, always 
imperturbed, on the surface, at least, was 
heard to say that he had never known party 
spirit to be at such heat. 

It was not generally known, but the police 
force was kept at the stations all day and 
all night prepared for hurry calls, ands 
well known politician of Chicago, afterwards 
United States Senator, conferred with the 
Governor abouf calling out the State guard— 
at least it was so reported. 

The demonstration following the speechof 
Conkling, in which he placed Grant in nom- 
ination, was evidence of the remarkable 
tension of the public mind. It excited such 
comment that prominent physicians were 
interviewed on the extent to which men 
could be swayed before reaching nervous 
prostration. 2 

In 1884 in the same city there was another 
season of political excitement, but in this 
instance it did not affect the lobby as ft did 
the convention itself. This was the con- 
vention in which Blaine was nominated, and 
from which no less a person than George 
William Curtis, a delegate, withdrew from 
the convention. 

In 1888 Indiana again exhibited its po 
litical tenacity and purpose, but this time 
in a Republican convention, which also met 
in Chicago. There had been an absence of 
the customary street and hotel corridor et 
citement until a number of clubs from I» 
diana with log-cabin and coonskin devices 
appeared with the Harrison boom. These
